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Martin Named To Head Airport Commission 

Brown Fights Mayor’s 
Gay Appointment

O n Thursday, November 16, the San Francisco 
Airport Commission ignored a last-minute 
plea from mayoral hopeful Willie Brown, and 
unanimously selected openly gay John L. Mar¬ 
tin to serve as director of the San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Airport. 

Martin, 39, was sworn in by Mayor Jordan Monday, 
November 20. 

Martin has worked for SFIA since 1981 and was 
Deputy Director of Airports for Business and Finance 
until his new position. He directed a staff of 130 and 
was responsible for directing property management, ac¬ 
counting, budgeting, financial planning and risk analy¬ 
sis, personnel, and data processing. 

Martin also directed the development of the bond in¬ 
denture and financing plan for the airport’s current $2.4 
billion expansion program. 

Mayoral candidate Willie Brown unsuccessfully 


urged the commission to delay the appointment until 
after the election run-off. 

“The outcome of the mayoral election on December 
13 may reflect the wish of the electorate to change ad¬ 
ministration,” Brown said in a letter to the Commission. 
“Given the immense duties and responsibilities it 
would be prudent to allow the mayor to at least review 
the applications.” 

Delaying the appointment was “consummately in 
the public interest and the only responsible action given 
your mandate,” Brown wrote Commission President 
Andrew Jean Pierre. 

Martin declined to comment on the Brown letter, 
saying “I’m not a political type, I’m an airport type.” 

'Into the 21st Century* 

“I’m delighted that John Martin has been chosen to 
head the airport,” said Mayor Jordan. “As the airport 
heads into the 21st century, I can think of no better per-

49ers Launch 'Until There's 
A Cure Day' This Weekend

U ntil There’s A Cure Day at Candlestick Park this Sunday, 
November 26 could be just the ticket for anybody pining 
away for years for 49ers football tickets - and it’s an AIDS 
benefit, besides. 

Although the San Francisco 49ers games have been sold out 
since 1980 except to season ticketholders, the team has made room 
through it’s special events and fundraising arm, the 49ers Founda¬ 
tion, to raise funds at the Thanksgiving weekend game between the 
LA Rams and San Francisco’s hometown heroes. Most of the pro¬ 
ceeds benefit the Until There’s A Cure Foundation, a three-year-old 
organization that raises funds for AIDS vaccine development. 

This is the first time any American professional football team 
has publicly involved itself in AIDS fundraising. The San Francis¬ 
co Giants baseball team threw the first two - also unprecedented - 
Until There’s A Cure Days at Candlestick Park in 1994 and ’95. 

Things kick off with a tailgate party from 9:30 a.m. to noon, fol¬ 
lowed by the game at 1 p.m. The game, tailgate party, and a com¬ 
memorative T-shirt are available for $100. A smaller package sell¬ 
ing for $50 includes the tailgate party and T-shirt. 

49ers Foundation spokesperson Maggie Valencia told the B.A.R. 
that Until There’s A Cure approached the team early in 1995, and 
while the 49ers were immediately interested, they first had to get 
creative with the planned seating arrangement for the 1995 football 
season. 

“It took a lot of thought on how to make this work without 
pulling tickets from season ticketholders,” she said. Valencia said 
that they regularly hold fundraisers and special events benefiting 
other Bay Area charities.

Gilead Science's PMPA 100 Times Less Toxic Than AZT

A n experimental drug has 
prevented monkeys exposed 
to an immunodeficiency 
vims from becoming infect¬ 
ed, raising hopes it could also block 
HIV in humans, researchers said 
Thursday, November 16. 

“It is almost too good to be¬ 
lieve,” Dr. Che-Chung Tsai of the 
University of Washington in Seat¬ 


tle said of the results of a trial 
using a drug called PMPA to 
block a process that allows simian 
immunodeficiency virus, or SIV, 
to infect primates - in this case, 
macaque monkeys. 

“This is the first time in the 
history of AIDS research we could 
prevent infection,” he added. 

Tsai said in an interview that 
scientists have been impressed not 
only by the effectiveness of the 
drug, which is made by Gilead 


Sciences of Foster City, in San 
Mateo County, but also by its ap¬ 
parent lack of toxicity. 

In a report in the journal Sci¬ 
ence, Tsai and co-investigators said 
that among 25 macaques who were 
given once-daily PMPA injections 
beginning just before or after they 
were exposed to SIV through inoc¬ 
ulations, none became infected. 

Fifteen of the monkeys began 
PMPA treatment 48 hours before

Gay Center Locale 
Under Consideration

After months of searching for a 
site for a lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity center, organizers of the pro¬ 
ject say they have located a Mar¬ 
ket Street site and are now trying 
to come to terms with the landlord 
for its purchase. 

“We are negotiating with the 
owner of a site in the Market 
Street corridor, in a location which 
we believe is the gateway to the 
Castro,” project coordinator Dana 
Van Gorder told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The project’s organizers were 
unable to find a location suitable 
for the center directly in the Cas¬ 
tro, he said. 

“We tried very hard to find a 
location in the Castro that was ac¬ 
cessible. One of the great things 
about the location of the site we 
want is that it is accessible from 
Market Street, Hayes Valley, Polk 
Street, the Castro, the Mission, 
and the Tenderloin. It’s a neat lo¬ 
cation,” Van Gorder said. 

Project organizers have asked 
that the site not be disclosed be¬ 
cause of the status of purchase ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Van Gorder said that to meet 
the diverse needs of the lesbian 
and gay community and to pro¬ 
vide a wide range of services, a 
functional community center 
would require approximately 
40,000 square feet - and likely 
five or six stories. 

“We want it to have a large in¬ 
formation and referral function for 
people who are new to town, and 
for tourists,” Van Gorder said. 

The site will also have meeting 
and office spaces for community 
groups and projects, according to 
a September report made to the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development by organizers. It 
will also provide a safe space for 
people of all backgrounds, ages, 
abilities, and colors to participate

in activities and work together for 
the betterment of the community, 
they said. 

Van Gorder told the B.A.R. that 
community groups such as the 
Stop AIDS Project and the Harvey 
Milk Institute would be able to 
provide education programs at the 
site. 

“We also want to have a signif¬ 
icant auditorium and theater space 
so groups like Theater Rhinoceros 
can have events there,” Van 
Gorder said. 

The project hopes to raise cap¬ 
ital costs through governmental 
sources, including the San Fran¬ 
cisco Redevelopment Agency, he 
said. 

Meetings, Meetings, 
Meetings ... 

Organizers of the project met 
with key community groups and 
service providers including the 


Harvey Milk Cub, AGUILAS, the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association, Operation Concern, 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, and others to determine 
unmet needs and solicit guidance 
developing the vision of the cen¬ 
ter, Van Gorder said. 

In addition, they visited lesbian 
and gay community centers in 
New York, San Jose, and Los An¬ 
geles to assess the work required 
to develop a center. 

Ten thousand surveys seeking 
feedback about needs and ideas 
for a center were distributed 
through San Francisco communi¬ 
ty-based groups, community 
events, outreach meetings, and 
mailings, but fewer than 1,000 
surveys were completed and re¬ 
turned to the project, according to 
the report to the MOCD. 

A widely advertised July 1994 
Town Hall meeting to present an 
initial vision for a community cen¬ 
ter drew an estimated 50 people. 

More recently, activists held a 
press conference Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 21, at Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s Castro Street headquarters 
to publicize the report to the 
MOCD, to laud the Jordan admin¬ 
istration’s support for a communi¬ 
ty center, and to question whether 
mayoral hopeful Willie Brown 
was similarly committed. It, too, 
was sparsely attended. 

Van Gorder said that if negoti¬ 
ations are successful for the pro¬ 
posed site, it would not be ready 
until 1998. 

“We hope. Certainly by the 
turn of the century,” he said. ▼

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Concerned About the 
Castro? Join the Group

The next meeting of Castro 
Area Planning and Action, a 
grassroots group of community 
residents, activists, merchants, 
and other people concerned about 
the Castro neighborhood, will be 
held Saturday, December 2. 

The meeting will begin at noon 
at the Collingwood Recreation 
Center, 100 Collingwood in the 
Castro. 

A statement of purpose has 
been drafted by the group, and 
several action and planning teams 
within the larger group - includ¬ 
ing transportation/parking, neigh¬ 
borhood pride, and disaster - have 
already been established, accord¬ 
ing to Phil Siegel, an organizer of 
the group. 

Siegel told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter CAPA will strive to be “all 
encompassing,” and respect all 
viewpoints about the changing 
neighborhood situation, but will 
concentrate on solving problems 
and planning. 

“The Castro is a primary cul¬ 
tural area for the gay and lesbian 
community, and it also serves as a 
place where people of diverse 
identities live, work and play,” the 
group’s statement of purpose 
says. 


“We are committed to shaping 
the future of our neighborhood 
through planning and action and 
building relationships with other 
neighborhoods and our city gov¬ 
ernment,” it continues. 

The group was formed shortly 
after neighborhood residents and 
merchants expressed concern that 
the Castro was losing its neighbor¬ 
hood identity and independent 
small businesses in the face of ris¬ 
ing rents. 

Critics charge the area has be¬ 
come a strip mall of chain stores 
that includes Walgreen’s, The 
Body Shop, The Sunglass Hut, Ul¬ 
timate Yogurt, Noah’s Bagels, 
Mrs. Field’s, and other franchise 
operations. 

Also under discussion by the 
planning teams and the general 
membership are plans to increase 
CAPA’s visibility, Siegel said - in¬ 
cluding proposals to assume the 
sponsorship of the yearly Castro 
Christmas tree and for a sidewalk 
cleaning day to be held some time 
in late November or December. 

Diverse Solutions 

Siegel says that CAPA’s name 
explains the thrust of the group. 

“We want an equal focus on 
action and activism,” he said. 
“There are diverse opinions about 


problems and solutions in the 
neighborhood and all are wel¬ 
come.” 

As an example, Siegel men¬ 
tioned that some members support 
the extension of F-Line streetcars 
to the Castro and are hopeful it 
will draw tourists and business to 
the area, while others are opposed 
to it because of a concern about 
the impact of Muni routes in the 
neighborhood. 

Siegel told the B.A.R. that the 
CAPA Transportation, Traffic And 
Parking Planning and Action 
Team met at the end of October 
with Muni staff member Peter 
Straus and Jon Ballestreros of the 
Public Transportation Commis¬ 
sion. 

“The team identified problems 
with the F-Line, and we brought 
them up. with Muni,” Siegel said. 

The streetcar line will replace 
the 8-Market Castro trolley-bus 
route and will eventually run from 
Fisherman’s Wharf to the Castro. 

Straus also addressed the prob¬ 
lem of streetcars stacking up on 
17th Street between Hartford and 
Castro, blocking access to Hart¬ 
ford Street. ▼

Jordan Ensures Six 
Cops Face Charges 
for New Year’s Raid

Mayor Frank Jordan delivered 
a stinging rebuke to embattled 
Chief of Police Anthony Ribera 
Thursday, November 16, ordering 
Ribera to forward misconduct 
charges against six officers in¬ 
volved in the raid of a private New 
Year’s Eve AIDS benefit to the 
Police Commission for hearing. 

In addition, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned that District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith and the San 
Francisco Police Department have 
launched investigations against 
the six officers to determine 
whether the officers should be 
criminally prosecuted on hate 
crimes charges against lesbians, 
gays, or people with AIDS in con¬ 
nection with the incident 

Although Ribera has declined 
to name the officers charged in an 
Office of Citizen Complaints in¬ 
vestigation of the incident, five 
San Francisco officers, including 
Sergeant John Haggett, Sergeant 
Steven Bosshard, Sergeant Ed¬ 
ward Santos, and Officer Hoyt 
Wong, have been named as defen¬ 
dants with Ribera and the City and 
County of San Francisco in a fed¬ 
eral civil rights lawsuit. 

There is widespread specula¬ 
tion that Southern Station Captain 
Michael Yalon is one of the six of¬ 
ficers charged by the Office of Cit¬ 
izen Complaints. 

An estimated 600 people at¬ 
tended the New Year’s Eve 
fundraiser at 938 Harrison Street 
in the South of Market area. Billed 
as the Other New Year’s Ball, the 
event was organized by Terence 
Alan to benefit the arts support 
group Visual AIDS, because 
Alan’s late lover Randall Pacheco 
had gotten assistance from the 
group at the end of his life. 

Southern Station police offi¬ 
cers, acting in concert with invited 
state Alcohol Beverage Control 
officers, raided the private event, 
saying it lacked appropriate per¬ 
mits, and arrested 11 people on a 
variety of charges including pos¬ 
session of narcotics and resisting 
arrest. 

The charges against patrons 
were later dropped, and resulting 
false arrest allegations form part 
of the federal complaint against 
the officers involved in the raid. 

Violence, degradation, slurs 

Other charges against officers 
named in the federal lawsuit in¬ 
clude acts of physical violence 
and degradation against patrons 
attempting to leave the fundraiser, 
anti-gay and AIDS slurs, and other 
serious incidents of misconduct. 

In one incident, Haggett, who 
has more than a dozen previous 
misconduct complaints against 
him and whose role in recent ar¬ 
rest-related deaths of two citizens 
is now in question, is charged with 
brutalizing a young Santa Cruz 
woman who was at the event and 
photographed the police action. 

Haggett is accused of throwing 
the woman to the ground, “shov¬ 
ing his police boot on her face and 
pushing down,” and illegally try¬ 
ing to wrest her camera from her. 
After Haggett stepped on the 
woman’s face and confiscated the 
camera, he then arrested her, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit filed by les¬ 
bian attorney Nanci Clarence of 
Steel, Clarence and Buckley. 

The woman’s camera was later

returned after the intervention of 
her attorneys, but the film docu¬ 
menting the abuse had been re¬ 
moved while in police custody. 

As one patron was leaving the 
fundraiser, Haggett is charged 
with chasing him down and “plac¬ 
ing his arm around the patron’s 
neck and throttling him as he 
pushed the young man to the floor, 
choking him into semi-conscious¬ 
ness,” according to the lawsuit. 

‘The credibility 
of the SFPD’ 

Ribera had announced at 
Wednesday’s weekly Police Com¬ 
mission meeting that he would 
send only two of the six cases to 
the commission for disciplinary 
trials. The mayor’s response came 
within 24 hours. 

“I believe that the credibility of 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment requires that these six cases, 
some of which involve allegations 
of untruthfulness, be heard in a 
public forum,” Jordan said. 

Jordan’s decision means that 
all six officers charged in citizen 
complaints sustained by the OCC 
could face severe disciplinary 
penalties ranging from more than 
two weeks suspension to termina¬ 
tion. 

Ribera announced after the 
mayor’s order that he had forward¬ 
ed all six cases as directed, but 
highly placed City Hall sources 
said he was “uncooperative and 
apoplectic” about the reversal. 

Had Jordan not overruled Rib¬ 
era and ordered him to send the 
cases to the commission, the offi¬ 
cers whose cases were withheld 
would have been subjected only to 
a maximum of ten days discipline 
- the most severe punishment Rib¬ 
era can mete out, according to reg¬ 
ulations. 

Jordan denied accusations that 
his decision was a ploy to curry 
election run-off votes, and 
laughed off reported comments by 
fundraiser organizer Terence Alan 
that his action was without prece¬ 
dent. 

“I ordered Chief Ribera to send 
the six cases to the police com¬ 
mission because it was the right 
thing to do. I would have done it 
no matter when. It’s a matter for 
public review,” Jordan told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“I’m not the one playing poli¬ 
tics here. It sounds like perhaps 
Mr. Alan is.” 

‘Extraordinary Act’ 

Ribera’s announcement at the 


November 16 commission meet¬ 
ing, that he would send only two 
of the misconduct cases to the po¬ 
lice commission for review, con¬ 
tradicted his previous statements 
to the commission that all six 
cases would be sent, according to 
American Civil Liberties Union 
attorney John Crew. 

“It’s certainly good news in the 
context of this case, that these 
charges will end up at the com¬ 
mission,” Crew told the B.A.R., 
“but it’s bad news that it took the 
extraordinary act of mayoral inter¬ 
vention.” 

According to Crew, the charges 
lodged against some of the four 
officers Ribera initially declined 
to send to the commission include 
allegations they lied to Office of 
Citizen Complaints investigators 
about their actions. 

Crew harshly criticized Rib¬ 
era’s justification for withholding 
the cases from the commission - 
because the officers charged 
weren’t actually committing “bla¬ 
tant lies,” but were merely being 
uncooperative with the Office of 
Citizen Complaints investigation 
into the incident. 

“The department has shown an 
unacceptable tolerance for officers

SMMILE Dishes Out 
Folsom Street Fair Dollars

The Folsom Street Fair and Up 
Your Alley Fair were not held just 
for the views they provided. The 
two SoMa street fairs raised 
$62,000 for AIDS and San Fran¬ 
cisco gay organizations, organiz¬ 
ers announced Saturday. 

The group that produces the 
popular events, the South of Mar¬ 
ket Merchants and Individual 
Lifestyle Events (SMMILE), also 
listed the names of the benefiting 
organizations: According to SM¬ 
MILE Treasurer Ken Owens, the 


major portions of the funds will go 
to Healing Alternatives ($12,000), 
AIDS Emergency Fund ($12,000), 
Tenderloin AIDS Project ($6,500), 
and Project Inform ($6,500). 

Matthew Sharp, managing di¬ 
rector of Healing Alternatives, 
said the money will be used to 
fund 30 HIV/AIDS clients in the 
Lewin Usilton Subsidy program, 
which assists low-income clients 
with their vitamin and medication 
purchases. 

“This is the largest amount of 
money that has ever gone into the 
subsidy, so we’ll be able to subsi¬ 


dize many more low-income peo¬ 
ple with AIDS,” Sharp told the 
B.A.R. 

“Vitamins and minerals can be 
very expensive.” 

A total of $15,000 will be do¬ 
nated to 12 other San Francisco 
leather and civic organizations in¬ 
cluding the Castro Lions, Bears of 
San Francisco, Inc., the Cycle 
Runners, and others. 

Owens added that homeless 
people who helped with the 
cleanup after both events were fi¬ 
nancially compensated. ▼

Milk/Moscone March Monday 

Speaker Selection Could Cause Controversy

'96 Parade Getting Up To Speed

The 17th annual candlelight 
march marking the assassinations 
of San Francisco Mayor George 
Moscone and Supervisor Harvey 
Milk will be held this Monday, 
November 27. 

The annual procession will 
begin at 6:30 p.m. in front of The 
Skin Zone, the former site of 
Milk’s camera shop, located at 
572 Castro between 18th and 19th 
streets. The march will proceed 
down Castro, turn onto Market 
Street, and end with a brief pro¬ 
gram in Civic Center Plaza. The 
commemoration is sponsored by 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club. 

The event comes just two 
weeks after Milk’s archives were 
donated to the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library’s James Hormel Gay 
and Lesbian Center. The donation 
was made by the mother of Milk’s 
onetime lover Scott Smith after 
Smith’s AIDS-related death earlier 
this year. 

According to press reports, the 
Milk archives include campaign 
ephemera, photos, letters, and 
other materials - including the 
shoes he wore and the items in his 
pants pockets when he was mur¬ 
dered on November 27, 1978. 
That morning fellow Supervisor 
Dan White walked into Milk’s 
City Hall office shortly before 11 
a.m., forced the gay leader to his 
knees, and shot him to death at 
point-blank range. White had al¬ 
ready shot and killed Moscone.

San Francisco’s Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Pride 
Day will become a two-day event 
next year, according to the presi¬ 
dent of the parade committee’s 
board of directors. 

In addition to the march down 
Market Street, the 1996 celebration 
will have some sort of pre-parade 
multicultural event with a commu¬ 
nity-based focus, probably the af¬ 
ternoon before the parade, Presi¬ 
dent Debra Oakley-Melvin told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Four themes for the event, 
which draws hundreds of thou¬ 


sands of festive celebrants to San 
Francisco annually, were also sug¬ 
gested at a November 19 meeting 
of the committee at the Women’s 
Building. They included “Out and 
Equal on the Job,” a suggestion by 
Vince Quackenbush on behalf of 
the Lesbian and Gay Labor Al¬ 
liance; and “Catch the Beat/No Re¬ 
treat,” an anti-Proposition 187 
theme suggested by activist and re¬ 
tired journalist Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca. 

“The theme suggestion will be 
voted on at the general member¬ 
ship meeting in December, and 
then we will put out requests for 
logo designs,” Oakley-Melvin said. 


Cash prizes or some sort of re¬ 
muneration will be offered for this 
year’s winning logo design. 

The group is also searching for 
an executive director to be respon¬ 
sible for day-to-day operations, 
and seeks community volunteers 
and participation in the event, Oak¬ 
ley-Melvin said. T

hat a difference a little 
time makes. 

The lighter-than-air 
feeling that enveloped the 
gay community leading up to Clin¬ 
ton’s inauguration a couple of years 
ago - remember? - was especially 
uplifting because it came at about the 
same time delegates to the most re¬ 
cent AIDS conference brought back 
news of almost unbearable gravity. 
All the HIV information at that time 
indicated that none of the current 
therapies were effective enough, and 
no promising treatments were even in 
the pipeline. 

Now it seems it’s the other way 
around: the Clinton euphoria has 
been replaced by a leaden awareness 
that our president is just an elephant 
who masquerades as a jackass, but at 
least some of the news on the AIDS 
front is encouraging. 

As we approach another World 
AIDS Day this December 1, it seems 
the notion that the epidemic could - 
can - will - end is greater than it has 
in years. To the inevitable annoyance 
of some of our more cynical readers, 
of course, our optimism is rooted in 
pharmacological experimentation; at 
the risk of the accusation that this 
newspaper is in someone’s back 
pocket, the fact is we are encouraged 
by some drug companies’ recent an¬ 
nouncements. 

And it’s about time. 

As in years past, too many people 
are facing this World AIDS Day 
from the horrified personal perspec¬ 
tive that (often, but not always) ac¬ 
companies a seroconversion. Too 
many people with HIV will sicken 
from the stress of learning about 
their diagnosis - falsely believing it 
is a prognosis, and an immediate 
death sentence, at that - while others 
sicken from the stress of believing 
the worst but not knowing. And far, 
far, far too many will die long before 
they must. 

For those reasons, this issue of the 
B.A.R. contains some of the more 


promising stories about recent anti- 
HIV breakthroughs. They run the 
gamut from high tech “permutation 
enhancers” to ancient Chinese medi¬ 
cines to internally-produced proteins; 
red blood cell-based treatments to 
white blood cell-based treatments; 
cell-mediated responses to humoral 
responses to combinations; nucleo¬ 
side analogues to nutrition (see the 
guest editorial at right) and physical 
therapy. 

Nobody should run into the streets 
to shout the war against AIDS is 
won, but there is news that it may be 
winnable, and that just might pro¬ 
duce the resolve necessary for the 
world to get the job done once and 
for all. 

There is still a week left for every¬ 
one to decide their individual com¬ 
memoration of this World AIDS Day ; 
here are some hints. It’s an excellent 
time to write a check to a good char¬ 
ity, and a good time to make a pledge 
of time. It’s a good time to make sure 
friends with AIDS are comfortable, 
and to offer to give their caregivers a 
break and a massage. 

What it is not is a time for despair. 

People who have become HIV¬ 
positive should decide how they in¬ 
tend to keep themselves healthy until 
the cure has come along. People who 
have not could shore up their resolve 
to keep up the battle, to not have un¬ 
safe sex, and not share needles. 
(Note: there are no value judgments 
made or implied here; everyone 
should remain free of as many virus¬ 
es as possible, including influenza 
and dengue fever.) 

World AIDS Day is still not a hol¬ 
iday; it is a somber occasion, but this 
year it doesn’t seem as bleak as last 
year. We pray that by this time next 
year there will be something like a 
vaccine or real treatment that gives 
us a cause for real celebration. We 
also pray that everyone will still be 
here for it. 

And, of course, we wish everyone 
a happy Thanksgiving. ▼ 


Dieticians 
Give Food 
for Thought 

C oping with an HIV-positive di¬ 
agnosis is difficult enough, but 
the onslaught of well-meaning 
advice that frequently follows 
can be confusing, overwhelming and, 
often, conflicting. Most HIV-positive 
people know that eating better is a key to 
maintaining good health and subsequent¬ 
ly set out to improve their dietary habits. 

When Mark found out his HIV test 
was positive, he found plenty of re¬ 
sources for how to maintain his health, 
but little agreement among the many 
recommendations. What should he eat 
to strengthen his immune system? 

Should he concentrate on high pro¬ 
tein or complex carbohydrate? 

Did he need to start taking vitamins? 
How could he avoid infections car¬ 
ried in food or water? 

“My doctor couldn’t answer many of 
my questions. He told me to just wait 
until I talked with the nutritionist,” 
Mark recalls. 

Mark finally did talk to a nutritionist, 
Gustavo Wong, a Registered Dietitian 
with the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, who not only answered 
his questions, but presented information 
in such a way that allowed Mark to 
make crucial decisions for himself. 

“Gus really helped me put things in 
perspective,” reports Mark, who likes 
Gus’s reasonable approach and calming 
advice. 

Nutritional counseling of HIV-posi¬ 
tive clients has been a specialty with 
both Gus Wong and Jill Jarvie, also a 
Registered Dietitian, for over five years. 
Along with offering personalized di¬ 
etary advice, Jill and Gus consult with 
their clients about stress management 
and exercise, which are equally impor¬ 
tant aspects of maintaining good heath. 

Nutrition counseling is available, at 
no additional charge, to clients who are 
enrolled in medical care through any of 
the community clinics administered by 
the Department of Public Health. 
Clients and nutritionists work together 
to determine frequency of their nutri¬ 
tional counseling sessions. Some clients 
need monthly consults, others require 
three- to six-month visits. 

Mark discovered that he could con¬ 
tinue to eat everything he likes, but has 
been learning to make some adjust¬ 
ments to get the right balance of nutri¬ 
ents. They meet monthly to review 
Mark’s nutritional profile and to keep 
him on track. ▼ 

To find out more about the nu¬ 
tritional and HIV counseling ser¬ 
vices available through the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health, call 554-9121. Leave a 
message and a flyer will be sent, 
describing eligibility and listing 
all the sites where services are 
available and phone numbers to 
call for appointments.

Checkbook activism 

Please! Enough of the ACT UP/Golden Gate 
Writer’s Cesspool! There isn’t a therapy they promote 
that isn’t either very immunosuppressive or making 
buckets of money for the drug companies. Does any¬ 
one wonder where AU/GG gets their money to go to 
conferences? 

It makes absolutely no sense to promote therapies 
that further suppress immunity in a disease character¬ 
ized by progressive suppression of cellular immunity. 
The bottom-up approach (promoting use of on-the- 
shelf substances) is nothing more than hysterical 
human experimentation based on bad science, with 
predictably poor results. The top-down approach - the 
study of immunology and development of strategies 
to activate innate immunity so that today’s patients 
live as long as possible with a minimum of medical in¬ 
tervention - makes perfect sense, but has been almost 
entirely ignored in this disease. Sadly, in the current 
political-medical climate that dominates AIDS re¬ 
search and “checkbook activism,” the immunologists 
have clearly taken a back seat to the virologists.

Many puzzle pieces 

I understand the issue of whether and when to use 
nucleoside antivirals (AZT, DDI, DDC, D4T, 3TC) to 
combat HIV infection is controversial and a highly 
personal decision. However, it is disturbing to contin¬ 
ually read letters to the editor presuming to tell every¬ 
one with HIV infection ‘‘exactly what they should be 
doing ” without presenting enough information to en¬ 
able people to make informed decisions. Although 
perhaps well-intentioned, these one-sided presenta¬ 
tions do a disservice to people with HIV by present¬ 
ing a biased and inadequate amount of information 
that may be misleading at best and harmful at worst. 

Bill Webber’s letter to the B.A.R. (11/9) does raise 
some important concerns. He is correct to stress the 
concept of promoting cell mediated immune respons¬ 
es (i.e., the body’s own natural defenses) as one 
method of keeping HIV infection under control 
through CD8 and Natural Killer cell activity. All too 
often, clinicians simply prescribe nucleoside antivi¬ 
rals and ignore any approach which augments the 
body’s innate ability to fight infection. Mr. Webber is 
also correct when he states that one of the fundamen¬ 
tal problems with HIV disease is that the lymph nodes 
continue to be reservoirs of viral infection. Unless the 
issue of HIV infection in the lymph nodes is ad¬ 
dressed, any treatment which only clears HIV from 
the bloodstream is probably doomed to failure. 

However, he claims that nucleoside antivirals do 
nothing to reduce HIV infection in the lymph nodes. I 
decided to do some quick research to test his hypoth¬ 
esis (apparently shared by DNCB advocates), and 
guess what? Published data indicates that AZT and 
DDI in combination do help to clear HIV from the 
lymph nodes. A study published in the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sciences USA 92(14): 6017- 
6021 found that combination treatment with AZT and 
DDI does correlate with a reduction in viral RNA in 
both the bloodstream and lymph nodes. 

In this study, a significant decrease in virus repli¬ 
cation in the lymph nodes was observed in 4 out of 6 
patients who added DDI to their regimen. These 4 pa¬ 
tients also experienced a substantial reduction in virus 
levels in the bloodstream. 

Although this is a small study, it does suggest that 
it is possible to reduce, and perhaps clear, pockets of 
HIV infection in the lymph nodes through use of com¬ 
bination antiviral therapy. An ongoing study of the 
Abbott protease inhibitor used in combination with 2 
nucleoside antivirals is also demonstrating an ability 
to substantially reduce viral infection in lymph nodes. 

Does this mean all HIV-infected individuals should 
immediately begin combination therapy with anti¬ 
retrovirals? The simple answer is “I don’t know,” al¬ 
though I have my opinion, which is that those consid¬ 
ering their treatment options should be aware of this 
information. Though each day brings more informa¬ 
tion about HIV disease, there is still much more we do 
not know. Advocating such a narrow course of thera¬ 
py (cell mediated treatment to the exclusion of anti¬ 
retrovirals) may unnecessarily rush many to an early 
grave. Most importantly, it would be helpful if we 
could all listen with open minds, respect each other’s 
opinions, and be a little less dogmatic before we pre¬ 
sume to tell other people how HIV infection should be 
treated. Thank you, Mr. Webber, for focusing on one 
piece of the puzzle. There are many other pieces to 
consider before the picture is complete.

Our friend, science 

In his article, “Evil Science,” (11/9), Michael 
Botkin discusses research currently under way to 
identify a “gay gene,” and expresses his opinion that 
because the results of this research, if they prove the 
existence of such a gene, will surely be used against 
gays and lesbians by some people, that the science in¬ 
volved is inherently evil in its implications, and 
should not proceed. 

I disagree fundamentally with the premise that any 
honest pursuit of knowledge, regardless of the out¬ 
come, can ever be inherently evil. In any case, one of 
Mr. Botkin’s biggest fears in this matter, that parents 
would become able to test for this gene and abort gay 
fetuses, would seem to be constrained by the deli¬ 
ciously ironic fact that those persons most likely to 
want nothing to do with a gay child, i.e., “Christian” 
fundamentalists, would also be the people most op¬ 
posed to abortion for any reason at all, so I don’t see 
nearly as much of a danger here as Michael does. 

My rebuttal to Mr. Botkin’s argument, though, is 
much more basic than this. The fact that knowledge 
can, in unscrupulous hands, be used against a group of 
people, is not a sufficient reason for failing to seek the 
knowledge in the first place. Or does Mr. Botkin sug¬ 
gest that society should not have sought to gain the in¬ 
formation which it currently has in the fields of engi¬ 
neering, architecture, and metallurgy, because some 
buildings (i.e., jails & prisons) can be used to imprison 
people unjustly, and that we should all now forget 
about this knowledge and live in fields and caves?

I agree with Mr. Black’s belief that each individual 
should examine her reasons for engaging in promis¬ 
cuous sex, but I don’t believe this should necessarily 
lead to “swearing to find intimacy and monogamy.” 
Rather than applying some blanket morality (and it is 
morality he advocates, whether social or religious), 
each individual should act on the understanding of her 
own need/desire and strive to safely, healthily satisfy 
herself. 

The queer community draws much of its power 
from personal, social, and sexual transgression, from 
breaking open the social rules that say you shouldn’t 
fuck on, say, a crowded subway car. We do commune 
with other queers through promiscuous sex. Mr. Black 
does not recognize this because he thinks communi¬ 
cation is only about psychological intimacy and com¬ 
mitment. Sometimes it is about recognizing our ani¬ 
mal natures and tearing things up a little bit. To deny 
that, to send us into monogamy and abstinence, is 
about as shortsighted as saying that heterosexuals 
shouldn’t have sex unless they want to conceive. 
That’s what contraceptives are for.

But 
evidently I was wrong. Evidently writers are different 
from all other professionals. The love of writing is all 
the pay we need. 

In fact, next time I’m in a restaurant. I’m going to 
try O’Hara’s approach. After I’ve ordered my food 
and the waiter has brought it to my table, I’ll say, 
“Naw, not hungry after all - but you aren’t going to try 
to get me to pay for that, are you? I’m sure someone 
else here in the restaurant will be happy to buy it.”

Wednesday, November 8 with two 
different ads. One shows a dis¬ 
traught teen contemplating sui¬ 
cide; another has a woman from 
Georgia talking about how her son 
was murdered in a gay bashing in 
Houston. (The woman, incidental¬ 
ly, was fired from her job on No¬ 
vember 9, the day after the ads 
began.) 

Both ads include anti-gay re¬ 
marks by Robertson, Jerry Fal- 
well and the inescapable Jesse 
Helms. In his attempt to intimidate 
the networks, Robertson’s attor¬ 
ney, Bruce Hausknecht (em¬ 
ployed by the Christian Network), 
fired off letters to ABC, CBS, 
NBC, and Fox promising legal ac¬ 
tion if the ads were run. 

Apparently freedom of speech 
will not be a part of the Republi¬ 
can Party’s platform next year 
since Robertson and his ilk now 
own the GOP lock, stock, and bar¬ 
rel. Prickly Pat clearly feels the 
Bill of Rights applies only to him¬ 
self and people who think like 
him. Instead of threatening legal 
action, the preacher man should 
be repenting his myriad sins, espe¬ 
cially those that have furthered vi¬ 
olence - and yes, death - against 
gays and lesbians in this country.

If we truly are the family, tribe, 
or quasi-ethnic cultural group we 
make ourselves out to be, we have 
to consider the young same-sex- 
oriented pups coming after us as 
our children, whether we popped 
them or not. We should at least see 
ourselves as the aunts and uncles 
who feel a bond and take some re¬ 
sponsibility for education and sup¬ 
port that doesn’t carry the weight

of the parent-child dynamic. It’s 
like the popularized African say¬ 
ing: it takes a village to raise a 
child. 

' (Cynical aside alert! Does any¬ 
one else think the Big Sister 
model of a village child-rearing 
beats the hell out of what it some¬ 
times seems to mean here: I want 
another child but can’t afford it, so 
the village has to support me? You 
know, the attitude that in a real 
tribal village would get the crap 
knocked out of you?)

Anyway, our young people are 
still under incredible pressure 
even a quarter century after 
Stonewall. One thing I learned at 
the recent SF Department of 
Health-sponsored Conference on 
Women and HIV is that 80% of 
adolescents are subjected to at 
least one unwanted sexual com¬ 
ment, advance or physical contact 
before age 18. Young women-who 
develop early are especially at risk 
of pressure to have (hetero) sex. 
(Tragically, at that point in the de¬ 
velopment of the cervical epitheli¬ 
um, they are also at increased risk 
for HIV infection.) Add in the re¬ 
ports of the Seattle teenagers who 
were raped because they were per¬ 
ceived as being queer, and the pic¬ 
ture you have is so far from the 
proverbial Sunday school picnic 
it’s teeth-curling. 

Information access 

One thing that can mitigate this 
hostile passage, of course, is infor¬ 
mation: positive information that 
helps queer adolescents know 
they’re not alone, that they’re not 
nasty, disgusting freaks. In addi¬ 
tion to the ‘Net and Web access 
about which I wrote in an earlier 
column, there’s the matter of ac¬ 
cessible resources not censoring 
gay references out of a misplaced 
sense of propriety or “maintaining 
innocence.” (Innocence, my ass. 
School kids know about queers - 
“fag” is the big insult even in 
grade school. Don’t our kids, too, 
have the right to anti-bigotry and 
anti-harassment policies that are 
actually carried out?) 

To help parents control their 
children’s access to “X-rated” on¬ 
line material (and, let’s face it, to 
make some entrepreneurs a buck), 
there are computer programs 
available that will terminate an on¬ 
line connection if any of an array 
of home pages are searched, or if 
any of an array of words come 
through in a chat session. We need 
to find out if these programs are 
preventing access to gay-positive 
materials and resources. 

We also need to find out what 
online and CD-ROM encyclope¬ 
dias have to say about us. For ex¬ 
ample, a recent Chronicle tech 


section feature gave high marks to 
Our Times: The Multimedia Ency¬ 
clopedia of the 20th Century, from 
Vicarious Entertainment (gee, 
truth in packaging!) in Redwood 
City. The graphic representing the 
decade of the ’70s is a protester 
holding a sign. I wonder what - if 
anything - Our Times has to tell its 
10-18 audience about gay libera¬ 
tion? 

Now that one Democrat-type 
candidate has been knocked out of 
the mayoral election (thus ending 
the opportunity for instant gratifi¬ 
cation by savaging others in the 
community over their endorse¬ 
ments), surely enough political 
people have the time on their 
hands to make a go of some kind 
of project along these lines. 


A Sick Mind Is a Joy Forever 
Dept.: It seems the new power in 
women’s collegiate soccer is my 
mother’s alma mater, Dominican 
College in San Rafael, a Catholic 
women’s college complete with 
in-house convent. At last count, 
they were 15-1-1 with 12 shutouts. 
Even more impressive, though, is 
their team nickname: the Pen¬ 
guins. 

By now, you shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised by my throwing in the 
seemingly gratuitous California- 
born reference. Big surprise - 
Elissa Perry writes from her cul¬ 
tural perspective, I write from 
mine, it’s a happy thing. You may 
as well get used to the concept of 
people writing in San Francisco 
from a perspective other than the 
myth that everyone in California 
came from somewhere else, or the 
notion that this is where all Amer¬ 
ican queers belong. One of these 
days, a generation or two down 
the line, people won’t have to 
leave a (sometimes beloved) re¬ 
gion of origin to live a happy 
queer life (and that baggage you 
think you left at the state line 
won’t disappear - not that it does 
now).

So go for it - especially now, 
when people make a long week¬ 
end out of my birthday and gather 
family and friends for a special 
bonding feast.

who are less than frank with the 
Office of Citizen Complaints,” 
Crew said. 

“Officers are obligated to be 
one hundred percent truthful to 
investigations, and furthermore, 
they have an obligation to volun¬ 
teer information without being 
asked if they are aware of or ob¬ 
served misconduct or criminali¬ 
ty by their fellow officers,” he 
said. 

Crew also expressed “serious 
concern” that Ribera’s action sig¬ 
naled that a protective “code of si¬ 
lence is alive and well in the San 
Francisco Police Department.” 

Clarence told the B.A.R. she 
was pleased that criminal investi¬ 
gations had been launched into the 


officers’ actions. 

“There is solid evidence, if not 
proof beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that hate crimes were committed 
that night,” she said. “Criminal in¬ 
vestigations are amply warranted. 
It’s about time the police were 
held accountable if criminal ac¬ 
tions occurred. 

“The police department is not 
immune and should face the 
music.” 

If the officers are convicted of 
crimes motivated by hate, they 
face enhanced penalties including 
added jail or prison time and fines 
that can range up to $25,000. 

The cases have been forwarded 
to the commission, but with the 
December 12 mayoral run-off less 
than a month away, it is unclear 
when - or which - police com¬ 
missioners will hear the charges 
against the six officers. Y

NCLR Enters the Age of Consent (Forms) 

Help Arrives for Lesbian Gestational Monts

Since 1989, baby doctors have 
had a form of artificial insemina¬ 
tion available for lesbian couples, 
but as with most gay parenting is¬ 
sues, legal assurances that the 
family will be treated the same as 
straight moms and dads remain 
out of reach. 

In ovum donation procedures, 
the eggs from one woman are in¬ 
serted into the uterus of another, 
followed by insemination by an 
outside sperm source. Success 
rates measured since 1989, when 
it first became available, has re¬ 
mained about 30 percent - at a 
cost of between $6,000 to $9,000 
per attempt, according to Dr. Alex 
Steinleitner, one of a handful of 
obstetricians performing the pro¬ 
cedure here in the San Francisco 
area. 

“We’re really on the cutting 
edge of this right now,” Steinleit¬ 
ner told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We’re here to make people have 
families, and I don’t think it’s ap¬ 
propriate for us to say one kind of 
family is right and good, and one 
kind of family isn’t.” 

It’s more important what kind 
of parents they would make, he 
said. 

After receiving a request by his 
clinic, the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights came up with an 
Informed Consent Form that they 
hope can be taken into court in the 
event of custody disputes, or other 
manifestations of lesbian parent¬ 
ing using ovum donations. “The 
egg donor is properly considered 
the genetic parent, and the partner 
who bears the child is considered 
the gestational parent,” explained 
NCLR Legal Director Kate 
Kendall. 

She told the Bay Area Reporter 
NCLR’s consent form remains 
untested by the courts, so ques¬ 
tions involving insurance cover¬ 
age, dependency, and child cus¬ 
tody in case of separation remain 
unanswered. “It just blows people 
away when they start thinking 
about it,” she acknowledged. 

The boundaries of how families 
have traditionally been viewed

Two Berkeley women, Kim 
Toevs and Stephanie Brill, are 
forming a midwifery service 
aimed specifically at the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgendered 
population.

will continue to change as new 
family structures and new repro¬ 
ductive technologies emerge, she 
added. Predictably, laws and reg¬ 
ulations in the insurance industry 
affecting gay parenting have not 
kept pace with the technology, she 
observed. 

Conflicting Courts 

Recent, conflicting court deci¬ 
sions surrounding the child cus¬ 
tody issues of lesbian couples sig¬ 
nal that NCLR will have their 
work cut out for them. For exam¬ 
ple, Kendall said that ultimately 
they would like to see both les¬ 
bian mothers recognized as co¬ 
parents in the eyes of the law, a 
stipulation struck down in a May 
1995 Florida District Court of Ap¬ 
peals decision. The case of Music 
v. Rachford declared that the non¬ 
birth mother of a child born to a 
lesbian couple does not have visi¬ 
tation rights after the end of the 
lesbian relationship, according to 
the Fall 1995 edition of Nolo 
News. 

A more promising precedent 


for lesbians and gay men was set 
in a June 1995 decision by the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin, 
which okayed court-ordered visi¬ 
tations with the child of a former 
lesbian or gay partner. 

The only case specifically ad¬ 
dressing ovum donation in Cali¬ 
fornia involved a heterosexual 
couple, in which the state 
Supreme Court ruled that genetic 
parents - those who donated the 
eggs and the sperm - had sole 
custody rights. The gestational 
parent was left out in the cold, a 
situation Kendall said would be 
even more unfair in the context of 
a lesbian relationship. “There is 
no third-party involvement and no 
other person bearing the child,” 
she said. 

The NCLR is the only organi¬ 
zation of its kind in the country to 
focus specifically on legal rights 
of lesbian mothers and their fami¬ 
lies. In 1991, NCLR published its 
third edition of Legal Implica¬ 
tions of Alternative Insemination 
and Co-Parenting, first published 
in 1984. T

T he November 8 episode of 
the CBS drama Court¬ 
house offered an overdue 
focus on the show’s 
African-American lesbian charac¬ 
ter, Judge Rosette Reide. One of 
several storylines centered around 
an impending visit with the 
judge’s parents, “church folk” 
who would not understand 
Reide’s relationship with her fe¬ 
male partner, Dannie. 

To avoid “trouble,” Reide actu¬ 
ally suggests that Dannie should 
stay in their hotel room on the 
night she planned to sing in the 
church choir and hear her father as 
guest preacher. Dannie protests 
vigorously and departs the judge’s 
chambers saying icily, “If you 
need me tonight. I’ll be in the clos¬ 
et!” 

Stung, Reide decides to tell her 
parents the truth, and plays out a 
scene that so many real-life les¬ 
bians have had to endure. Reide 
asks why her parents cannot give 
her unconditional love - as Dan¬ 
nie does. She receives no reply. 

Ultimately, Reide foregoes the 
church service. Deciding that she 
belongs with her partner rather 
than her parents, Reide stays the 
night in the hotel room with Dan¬ 
nie. The two cuddle up on the bed 
and watch the service on televi¬ 
sion. This is progress, to be sure, 
though the script did not contain 
the make-up kiss that heterosexu¬ 
al TV couples always share at 
such moments. 

Courthouse has created the 
first continuing African-American 
lesbian character in television his¬ 
tory. Unfortunately, poor ratings 
have made the show a likely can¬ 
didate for cancellation.

Critical Mess 

A flat-out pan to Judith Green, 
theater critic for the San Jose 
Mercury News. While her news¬ 
paper has generally performed 
well in its coverage of the lesbian 
and gay beat, Green has consis¬ 
tently coughed up homophobic 
phlegm. 

In the Mercury' s November 6 
edition, Green reviewed Theatre 
Rhino’s production of The Desk 
Set. The director, Danny Scheie, 
had cast men in both the male and 
female roles, without changing a 
word of the original (1955) script. 
This tweaking of gender assump¬ 
tions, and the consequent infusion 
of gay sensibility, did not sit well 
with Green. She declared the pro¬ 
duction “dreadful” and “insult¬ 
ing” and argued that the director 
“abandoned anything like artistic 
principles for heterobashing 
polemics.” “The original script ... 
has been lost to the director’s loud 
gay agenda,” Green explained. 

Green also complained that the 
acting was “appalling: campy, 
limp-wristed, fey, and outra¬ 
geous.” She criticized one actor 
because he “doesn’t bother to act, 
just to act out.” She ridiculed the 
director for continuing “his theme 
of ‘gender-bending’ perfectly in¬ 
telligible plays into incoherence.” 

“All this would be bad 
enough,” Green concluded, “ex¬ 
cept that Scheie has been so busy 
making it all gay that he hasn’t 
bothered to direct.” 

As if condemning the play 
were not enough. Green also at¬ 
tacked a “long, badly reasoned 
essay” written by the director and 
included in the program. The 
essay’s first line (“The theater has 
always belonged to gays and les¬ 
bians”) is deemed “aggressive” by 
Green, and she declares the entire 
essay “paranoid.” Scheie’s in¬ 
sights (into the problematic inter¬ 
play of cultural oppression and re¬ 
sistance, preoccupation, and oc¬ 
cupation) are dismissed by Green 
as “flights of fancy.” 

Green has repeatedly exhibited 
this same, classic homophobia. In 
her review of Beyond Baghdad, 
for example. Green asked: “Why 
should anyone else care about a 
‘dyke musical’ (as it calls itself) 
that lives in its own little world 
populated only by self-referential 
lesbians?” In a review of Twelfth 
Night, she wrote: “I am staggered 
to read in the program that ‘a gay 
sensibility really helps to follow 
the story line.’ Really? It seems to 
me that millions of theatergoers in 
the last 350 years, some of whom 
were probably not gay, have been 
able to follow the storyline, not to 
mention the text, the metaphors, 
the resonances in the complex ta¬ 
pestry of interpretation in Shake¬ 
speare’s work.” 

Such reviews - narrow-mind¬ 
ed, dim, and bigoted in the ex¬ 
treme - are an embarrassment to 
the craft of criticism. Judith 
Green is a blight on the profes¬ 
sional integrity of the Mercury 
News. 

Urge the Merc to do as well 
on its feature pages as it does in 
the news section; if Green can¬ 
not be reeducated, then surely 
she can be replaced.

Reader's Disgust 

Billed as an effort to reduce 
network dependence on federal 


funds, the Public Broadcasting 
Service (PBS) has announced a 
partnership with the Reader’s Di¬ 
gest Association, Inc. (PBS does 
not produce any of its own pro¬ 
gramming, but obtains broadcast 
material from varied sources). 
Reader’s Digest will invest $75 
million over five years to develop 
“family-oriented” programming 
for initial broadcast on PBS tele¬ 
vision stations. 

According to reports, the pro¬ 
grams “will be based on editorial 
content from the Reader’s Digest 
magazines, books, and home en¬ 
tertainment products, as well as 
ideas and concepts proposed by 
PBS stations and independent 
producers.” Furthermore, Read¬ 
er’s Digest and PBS “will select 
programs that satisfy both part¬ 
ners’ standards for family enter¬ 
tainment and editorial excel¬ 
lence.” 

Unfortunately, Reader's Di¬ 
gest has exhibited little excellence 
and much homophobia over the 
years. The magazine has a record 
of reprinting homophobic articles, 
without any apparent concern for 
fairness or accuracy. Reader's Di¬ 
gest has consistently failed to 
reprint articles that take an affir¬ 
mative approach to lesbian, gay, 
or bisexual concerns. 

The purpose of public broad¬ 
casting is to offer alternative pro¬ 
gramming, especially for and 
about marginalized communities 
that have been shut out of the 
media mainstream. By teaming 
up with Reader’s Digest, PBS 
now seems to be rushing away 
from that historic ideal. 

Insist that PBS seek immediate 
clarification from Reader’s Di¬ 
gest, to ensure that “both part¬ 
ners’ standards for family enter¬ 
tainment” specifically exclude ho¬ 
mophobia and include support for 
fair, accurate and diverse pro¬ 
gramming about lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender subjects. 
If Reader’s Digest can make no 
such claim, then PBS must ex¬ 
plain why the public’s education¬ 
al broadcast system is doing busi¬ 
ness with ignorant bigots’, at the 
very least, PBS should take extra 
effort to seek out equal or greater 
funding for positively queer pro¬ 
gramming!

New Guide 
Focuses on 
After-Death 
Question: 
Funerals

Julie Wiskind is on a mission 
all but unimaginable to people un¬ 
familiar with multiple losses, life 
in the center of an epidemic, or 
hospice care for the terminally ill. 

Using her experience as a hos¬ 
pice volunteer caring for a young 
woman dying of cancer, she has 
co-authored a compassionate and 
useful guide on a once-taboo topic 
- low-cost and home-based after¬ 
death care - with Richard Spiegel, 
the widower of the hospice resi¬ 
dent, Laura Spiegel. 

The Family Funeral , a 56-page 
comprehensive guide to the practi¬ 
calities of personally caring for a 
loved one after death, educates the 
living about how to care for their 
dead - including taking care of the 
body and how to make final burial, 
cremation, and body and organ 
donation arrangements - while 
bypassing the expensive and prof¬ 
it-driven funeral industry. 

The guide also includes sec¬ 
tions on legalities like notifying 
authorities and how to fill out 
death certificates; on taking care 
of yourself, family, and friends 
after a loved one has died; and 
even on when not to attempt a 
family funeral. It offers useful 
checklists, charts of state funeral 
regulations, and an excellent re¬ 
source list of books and phone 
numbers of groups that can pro¬ 
vide additional information or as¬ 
sistance. 

Change the World 

Wiskind, who has roots in 
Berkeley and New York and now 
lives in a remote part of the big is¬ 
land of Hawaii, freely admits that 
she wants to change the world 

“The hospice movement has 
really changed the way we re¬ 
spond to and care for dying peo¬ 
ple,” she says. “This is a continua¬ 
tion of that change. It’s a simple, 
non-commercial way of caring for 
loved ones who have died. It’s per¬ 
son-centered and family-centered, 
rather than institutionally-cen¬ 
tered.” 

Wiskind and Spiegel say in the 
introduction to the guide that after 
Laura died at home in February 
1993, they discovered that a funer¬ 
al director was not required, and 
that they could care for the final 
needs of her body and make sim¬ 
ple funeral arrangements them¬ 
selves. 

“When she died it felt inappro¬ 
priate to call in an outsider after 
all we had been through together,” 
she said. “It felt most natural to 
find a more personal way to com¬ 
plete the care of her body.” 

According to Wiskind, family 
funerals used to be commonplace 
in American society. 

“We have all the skills and com¬ 
munity support called for when 
there was a death in the family. 
Today as families begin again to 
care for their own dead, they are 
creating affordable, dignified, and 
meaningful funerals for them¬ 
selves. Families are restoring inti¬ 
macy to their experience by keep¬ 
ing the tasks for the funeral person¬ 
al and shared among families and 
friends,” the authors conclude. ▼

Despite a petition signed by 
nearly 1,000 inmates, the medical 
director at the California Medical 
Facility at Vacaville shut down a 
nationally recognized HIV Peer 
Education program November 1, 
and reassigned the director - for 
cautioning HIV-positive inmates 
to check with their physicians be¬ 
fore getting the flu shot. 

J. Bick, M.D. wrote in a one- 
line memo to psychiatric social 
worker Scott Cozza, the former di¬ 
rector of Vacaville’s HIV program 
November 1, “As we discussed 
today, effective immediately all 
HIV peer education activities are 
suspended until further notice.” 

In a telephone interview with 
the B.A.R ., Bick professed both an 
admiration for peer education pro¬ 
grams to prevent the spread of 
HIV disease, and a sincere desire 
to see the program up and running 
once a replacement for Cozza was 
found. However, he said, he had 
no date in mind such a step would 
be taken. 

Bick declined to discuss 
Cozza’s alleged act of insubordi¬ 
nation: handing out flyers that ad¬ 
vised inmates with fewer than 200 
T-cells that they should discuss 
scheduled flu shots with their 
physicians. 

Cozza could not be reached by 
presstime. 

Judy Greenspan, of Catholic 
Charities’ HIV/AIDS in Prison 
Project, called Cozza’s firing 
ridiculous and dangerous to the 
future of the program. 

“A peer education program 
without Scott Cozza will be hol¬ 
low,” she said. “Every four days a 
prisoner in the California state 
correctional dies from AIDS com¬ 
plications.” 

Greenspan observed that 
Cozza’s action was nothing out of 
the ordinary, and said his firing was 
a political move on the part of the 
Department of Corrections. “When 
any employee who shows any kind 
of initiative,” she charged, “[the 
prison administration] becomes 
very alarmed, because they do not 


want any advocates.” 

Cozza echoed this belief in a 
November 2 letter to his staff. 
“The program was shut down be¬ 
cause it distributed health infor¬ 
mation to Program 4 prisoners liv¬ 
ing with HIV disease,” he wrote. 
‘The information was typical of 
information the HIV Peer Pro¬ 
gram has distributed on a regular 
basis for the last three years to 
those prisoners living with HIV 
disease.” 

Bick called the program, which 
was started by Cozza in 1992, “a 
wonderful program.” He added, 
“Peer education has been highly 


effective in showing the risks of 
HIV infection. And it’s cost-effec¬ 
tive. There’s no question that it is 
going to continue here and be ex¬ 
panded to every prison in the 
state.” He acknowledged, howev¬ 
er, that many of the programs im¬ 
plemented by Cozza are not run¬ 
ning now, including the hefty dose 
of HIV education that was given 
all inmates within 48 hours of 
their arrival at the prison. 

He told the B.A.R. his office 
will recognize World AIDS Day 
by displaying 40 quilt panels, and 
by having some of the inmates 
speak about AIDS. ▼ 


Humoral, Cell-Mediated 
Effects Expected in 
West Hollywood Trial

CEL-SCI Corporation an¬ 
nounced Wednesday, November 
15 that the state of California has 
given clearance to start human 
testing of its immunogen HGP-30 
in HIV-positive people. The study 
is expected to start before the end 
of the year in West Hollywood. 

The Phase I trial with HGP-30 
will evaluate safety and HIV-1 di¬ 
rected immune responses in 22 
HIV-infected individuals with 
CD4 counts between 50 and 600. 
Each patient will receive three im¬ 
munizations of the HIV-1 core- 
based synthetic peptide vaccine 
over six months. Previous clinical 
phase I studies with HGP-30 in 38 
non-infected volunteers have al¬ 
ready been successfully concluded 
in the United Kingdom and Cali¬ 
fornia. 

The company maintains that 
any vaccine for prevention or for 


immunotherapy should be able to 
reconstitute both humoral and cel¬ 
lular immune responses, and says 
studies in healthy non-infected 
volunteers and in animals have 
shown it is possible to elicit both 
humoral and cell-mediated im¬ 
mune responses to HGP-30. 

The clinical trial will be con¬ 
ducted by AIDS Research Al¬ 
liance, a non-profit AIDS research 
organization located in West Hol¬ 
lywood. 

Gregory Britt, chief executive 
officer of AIDS Research Al¬ 
liance, stated, “Effective strategies 
for augmenting the body’s own 
immune responses to HIV infec¬ 
tion are desperately needed. We 
believe that HGP-30 represents a 
rational approach for accomplish¬ 
ing that goal. AIDS Research Al¬ 
liance is proud to be the clinical 
site for this project.” 

Geert Kersten, chief executive 
officer of CEL-SCI, stated, “We 


have been long-term believers in 
the powers of the immune system. 
We now seek to marshal the 
strength of the immune system 
against a constant piece of the 
HIV virus, with the goal of slow¬ 
ing or stopping the progression of 
HIV infection to AIDS.” 

HGP-30 has an amino acid se¬ 
quence based on a highly conserved 
antigenic region of pi7. This anti¬ 
gen was chosen since the presence 
of antibodies to HIV-1 p 17 epitopes 
has been shown to correlate with 
HIV infection and disease progres¬ 
sion. Recent studies have shown 
that the immunosuppressive effect 
of HIV proteins can be reversed by 
antibodies to pi7. T

On December 12, the same day 
the San Francisco mayoral race is 
officially over, the city of Oakland 
may be settling some political in¬ 
trigue of its own. 

More than six months ago 
Oakland City Councilmember 
Nate Miley assembled a working 
group to look into the shoddy liv¬ 
ing conditions for people with 
AIDS at the Coit Apartments in 
downtown Oakland, and to exam¬ 
ine the federally-funded program 
that spearheaded its restoration. 
Shelter Plus Care. SPC is a Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
homelessness reduction program 
targeted primarily to serve people 
who have been on the streets for at 
least 30 days before applying to 
the program - and at least 12 of 
the past 24 months - and who 
have another complication such as 
HIV/AIDS, substance abuse prob¬ 
lems, or mental illness. 

The Coit has received over 
$2.9 million in government loans 
to rehabilitate its units for SPC 
tenants, plus guaranteed rental 
subsidies worth more than $2 mil¬ 
lion over a ten-year period. Its 
owners have not paid property tax 
on the building in four years; its 
tenants chronically complain of 
lack of maintenance, lack of secu¬ 
rity, and an abundance of vermin. 

Even so, officials at city, coun¬ 
ty, and federal housing programs 
have all professed powerlessness 
in breaking the contract with the 
owners of the Coit. They reiterat¬ 
ed as much at an October 24 pub¬ 
lic hearing called to discuss the 
findings of the working group, 
saying they were doing everything 
they could to improve conditions 
at the Coit. Neighbors later said 
those efforts are all but meaning¬ 
less until the drug traffic in and 
around the building is stopped. 

By the end of the report, which 
stated that because of inadequate 
administrative staff only 180 peo¬ 
ple were moved off the street - 
merely half of the 379 housing 
subsidies awarded to Alameda 
County - Miley was clearly out¬ 
raged. 

The councilmember, who 
gained the respect of AIDS ac¬ 
tivists earlier this year by chal¬ 
lenging Alameda County District 
Attorney Thomas Orloff’s refusal 
to stop prosecuting needle ex¬ 
change volunteers, was once again 
a strong advocate for those unable 


to defend themselves at the Octo¬ 
ber meeting. He stressed to the au¬ 
dience that it is still an Oakland 
issue, no matter where the source 
of funding comes from. “If it’s in¬ 
volved in the jurisdiction of the 
city, there’s something we can do 
about it,” he pledged. 

Deserving of better 

Miley called on city staff to dig 
deeper into the operations of Shel¬ 
ter Plus Care and a more in-depth 
look at the Coit, including an as¬ 
sessment of how much money has 
gone into the facility for capital 
improvements, government-fund¬ 
ed restoration and upkeep, and de¬ 
livery of services to tiie formerly 
homeless people with AIDS. 

“I don’t care if they’re under 
Shelter Plus Care or not,” he said, 
“they’re still deserving of better 
living conditions.” 

Miley asked the group to return 
on December 12 with their find¬ 
ings. Also, after Program Services 
Director Hazel Weiss submitted a 
request for a Community Health 
Worker, Miley called for the Oak¬ 
land City Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Department to coordinate 
the funding with other Alameda 
County cities. 

Excell McGinnis, a state 
HIV/AIDS advocate who pushed 
for the investigation that began 
last April, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he was pleased that Miley 
recommended an audit of the en¬ 
tire program. McGinnis has re¬ 
peatedly called attention to the 
problems of Shelter Plus Care; he 
said “skewed priorities” have led 
to a situation where losing pro¬ 
jects like the Coit are handled with 
kid gloves for more than two years 
instead of eliciting a clarion call 


for greater administrative support. 

An example of SPC’s operat¬ 
ing style is a client questionnaire 
to determine if and how Shelter 
Plus Care empowers clients, and 
whether it is helping to break the 
cycle of homelessness and dys¬ 
functional behavior. However, 
the state is paying $500,000 to 
fund the study, at a time when 
different agencies of the state say 
funds are not available for sup¬ 
port services. 

People connected with the for¬ 
mation of Shelter Plus in Alameda 
County told the B.A.R. that prob¬ 
lems at the Coit had not been ig-

marched from the Castro to City 
Hall the night the civic leaders 
were murdered. White later com¬ 
mitted suicide, after serving a 
brief prison term for manslaughter 
in the killings.

Future Remarker 

In a move that is sure to spark 
controversy, former Assembly 
speaker Willie Brown has been 
invited to the event to make “spe¬ 
cial remarks” honoring onetime 
state Senate majority leader 
Moscone. The invitation follows 
charges that the Milk Club’s 
Monday, November 13 mayoral 
endorsement of Brown was 
staked by the campaign staff of 
Supervisor and Assembly-hope¬ 
ful Carole Migden. 

Brown’s opponent, incumbent 
Mayor Frank Jordan, was not in- 


nored, as McGinnis claimed. 
Some said they have worked with 
Coit owner Steve Davis within the 
confines of the HUD contract and 
the limited political will of the 
Oakland Housing Authority, while 
another perspective came from 
city housing official Phil Nevil, 
who blamed the living conditions 
at the Coit on the clients them¬ 
selves, rather than on the manage¬ 
ment. 

No mention was made at the 
meeting about alternatives to the 
Coit, so until the HUD contract is 
broken and a new agreement is 
reached involving another build¬ 
ing, the approximately $250,000 
available annually under the ten- 
year agreement goes unused for an 
already hard-to-place homeless 
population. 

McGinnis recommended an 
Oakland apartment building 
where studio rentals are less than 
$400 per month, compared to the 
nearly $600 per month charged at 
the Coit. And, he said, the facility 
is located near grocery stores, 
pharmacies, and scenic Lake Mer¬ 
ritt, and is well outside of the drug 
and prostitution corridors that 
have come to characterize down¬ 
town Oakland. 

“It is more affordable, and the 
clients will be more responsible 
about their lives,” he said. V

HIV-Positive 
Pilots Sue United

Two pilots have Filed a lawsuit 
against United Airlines, claiming 
their former employer illegally 
grounded them from the friendly 
skies once it learned they were 
HIV-positive, even though they 
were symptom-free. 

United placed the pilots, Chris 
Prilliman and Paul Rafalowski, 
on medical leave in June 1994, 
exactly one year before they were 
eligible for full retirement bene¬ 
fits. Prilliman, a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia resident, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that United had the op¬ 
tion of placing the pilots in 
ground crew positions for another 
year, until their ten-year anniver¬ 
sary with the company in June 
1995. 

Instead of celebrating that an¬ 
niversary, he told the B.A.R., the 
pilots spent the day preparing 
their lawsuit, which went to court 
the first week of November in 
Los Angeles. 

United claims in court docu¬ 
ments that it had merely followed 
the FAA requirements that ban 
pilots who have developed full¬ 
blown AIDS from flying. Howev¬ 
er, airlines are required to docu¬ 
ment pilots’ debilitating symp¬ 
toms through medical exams, and 
both Rafalowski and Prilliman 
passed FAA physical exams 
shortly before the airline re¬ 
moved them from their jobs. 

Since leaving in June, 
Rafalowski’s health has deterio¬ 
rated, which he attributes to 
stress. 

A spokesperson for United 
told the Bay Area Reporter the 
airline could not comment on the 
case, due to the pending litiga¬ 
tion, but said it had agreed to 
meet with two groups: AIDS Pro¬ 
ject Los Angeles and the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Center of 
Los Angeles. Both pilots are 
quick to note their case is not 
gay-related, but HIV-related. 

Prilliman said once the case is 
settled he plans to continue fly¬ 
ing, the career he wanted since 
childhood. ▼

Altar Boys 
Accuse Another 
California Priest 
of Sex Abuse

A Southern California 
Catholic priest has been charged 
with 38 counts of child molesta¬ 
tion involving five alleged vic¬ 
tims, most of whom are teenage 
altar boys, prosecutors said 
Wednesday, November 15. 

Reverend Theodore Llanos, 
49, is facing charges of lewd acts 
with a child, oral copulation of a 
minor, and sodomy of a minor, 
said Ron Geltz, a deputy district 
attorney. 

Llanos, who typically 
preached in parishes throughout 
the Long Beach area, is now in an 
Eastern state and has agreed with 
the District Attorney’s Office to 
turn himself in within two weeks, 
Geltz said. 

“It’s my understanding he has 
no involvement around children at 
this point,” Geltz said. 

Geltz said all five of the al¬ 
leged victims, ages 13 to 17, were 
repeatedly abused by Llanos from 
1973 to 1990 at locations includ¬ 
ing St. Bernard’s church in Long 
Beach and St. Louise’s church in 
Covina. 

Nine others have reported 
being kissed or fondled by the 
reverend, but the statute of limita¬ 
tions has passed, Geltz said. 

The District Attorney’s Office 
began investigating the priest 
about a year ago, after one of his 
alleged victims made a report. The 
criminal counts were filed on 
Monday. 

The Llanos case comes within 
two weeks of the arrest of a Sono¬ 
ma County priest, Father Gary 
Timmons, on 17 charges of mo¬ 
lesting boys at a Santa Rosa 


church and a Mendocino County 
church camp. 

Some of Timmons’s alleged 
victims have filed a civil suit 
against the priest and the Catholic 
Church, seeking a policy change 
that will make it mandatory for all 
dioceses in the United States to be 
informed if a priest is suspected of 
molesting children, public recog¬ 
nition from the church that the 
molestations did indeed happen, 
and monetary compensation. 

Fingered by 
Another Priest? 

Attorney Don Steier of Los 
Angeles, who represents Llanos, 
questioned whether the alleged 
victims in Southern California 
wanted monetary profit. 

Steier said he is reviewing the 
allegations with great caution be¬ 
cause of how long it took for the 
alleged victims to come # forward. 
He said he believes a former priest 
gathered the alleged victims to¬ 
gether, urging them to contact po¬ 
lice. 

“An outside activist with their 
own agenda has instigated and or¬ 
chestrated victim testimony,” he 
said, “and may be motivated by 
civil lawsuits against the church.” 

The Archdiocese of Los Ange¬ 
les said in a news release that it 
“regrets” the alleged sexual mis¬ 
conduct of one of its priests and is 
trying to support the alleged vic¬ 
tims’ families. 

“Recognizing the great harm 
and scandal a priest can cause by 
abusing his position of authority 
and trust, the archdiocese deeply 
regrets that any priest, regardless of 
circumstances, would violate that 
confidence,” the release said. ▼

Senate Discusses 
Possible Rx for 
Medical Privacy

Confidential sessions with ther¬ 
apists, treatment for sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases, HIV test results - 
lesbians and gays long have lived 
with the fear that personal medical 
information could become public 
and shatter their lives. And with 
good reason. 

A 1993 report by the congres¬ 
sional Office of Technology As¬ 
sessment called the current system 
of protecting patient confidentiality 
“a patchwork” of codes, state and 
federal laws that “is inadequate to 
guide the healthcare industry.” 
Often there is no law protecting the 
privacy of that most personal infor¬ 
mation: your medical records. 

Several factors are working to 
multiply the inadequacy of current 
regulations. One is the growing 
trend for large corporations to run 
their own medical insurance pro¬ 
grams rather than contract outside. 
Another is company “wellness pro¬ 
grams.” Both collect large amounts 
of medical and lifestyle data. Often 
that data is not protected and is 
used for personnel decisions such 
as promotions and firings. 

But even when contracted out, 
employers often have access to em¬ 
ployees’ medical information. Jan- 
lori Goldman, deputy director of 
the Center for Democracy and 
Technology, calls it “intolerable to 
support a system in which an em¬ 
ployer’s payment of a portion of an 
employee’s healthcare premiums, a 
normal part of most American em¬ 
ployees’ compensation packages, 
amount to employers controlling 
their employees’ health records.” 

Balkanization of paper records 
in thousands of physicians’ file 
cabinets seemed to offer some pro¬ 
tection in the past, but an increas¬ 
ing amalgamation of individual 
records into massive national elec¬ 
tronic data banks is raising warning 
flags. “Since 1988, the percentage 
of health claims processed elec¬ 
tronically has jumped from 8 per¬ 
cent to nearly 40 percent,’! said 
Senator Nancy Kassebaum (R- 
Kansas). 

Her comment came in opening 
remarks at a hearing, November 
14, on a possible solution, the 
Medical Records Confidentiality 
Act of 1995 (S. 1360). 

The Bennett-Leahy bill, as it is 
commonly called, is a strongly bi¬ 
partisan measure. It has 17 initial 
co-sponsors and support of the 
leadership of both parties in the 
Senate. 

Senator Robert Bennett (R- 
Utah) was appointed by Majority 
Leader Bob Dole (R-Kansas) to 
head up a task force on healthcare 
reform. “It startled me to learn that 
the average American has more 
control over and access to his or 
her credit information than to his or 
her medical information,” Bennett 
said. 

Fourteen states have absolutely 
no privacy provisions for medical 
records and protection in the others 
is spotty. Only 28 states allow pa¬ 
tients to even view their own 
records, fewer still allow correc¬ 
tions of inaccurate information. 

Benett believes this makes no 
sense in a time when roughly half 
the American population regularly 
crosses state lines and ‘'medical 
records are galloping toward the 
electronic age, crossing state lines 
literally with the speed of light.” 

Senator Patrick Leahy (D-Ver¬ 
mont) called the right to privacy 
“one of our most cherished free¬ 
doms - it is the right to be left 


alone and to choose what we will 
reveal of ourselves and what we 
will keep from others. 

“I do not want advancing tech¬ 
nology to lead to a loss of personal 
privacy, and do not want the fear 
that confidentiality is being com¬ 
promised to deter people from 
seeking medical treatment or stifle 
technological or scientific develop¬ 
ment.” 

At the same time he reminded 
his colleagues, “A few years ago 
we passed legislation protecting 
records of our videotape rentals, 
but we have yet to provide even 
that level of privacy protection for 
our personal and sensitive health¬ 
care data.” 

Bennett-Leahy incorporates el¬ 
ements of privacy provisions from 
just about every healthcare reform 
proposed in the last Congress. It 
was hammered out in a series of 
meetings this year with a broad 
cross section of healthcare, data 
management, and consumer repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The Medical Records 
Privacy Act 

The core of the bill will estab¬ 
lish a minimal national standard for 
protecting the confidentiality of 
personal and identifiable health in¬ 
formation. 

It will limit primary use to treat¬ 
ment and payment on a need-to- 
know basis. Secondary use for pub¬ 
lic health, research, and cost con¬ 
tainment purposes would generally 
be restricted to a format stripped of 
personal identifiers such as names 
and addresses.

Patients must be notified and 
give their consent for release of 
data. An electronic trail of all those 
who access the data must be main¬ 
tained. 

It pre-empts much existing law 
but exempts certain stronger state 
laws (such as those regulating HIV 
disclosure in California and New 
York), the federal Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Act, the Americans 
with Disabilities Act of 1990, and 
certain sections of the Ryan White 
CARE Act. 

It establishes the principle of 
“trusteeship” for anyone who 
touches the records, and levies both 
civil and criminal penalties for vio¬ 
lation of confidentiality. One of its 
biggest sticks is the power to ban 
participation in Medicare, Medic¬ 
aid, and other federally funded 
health programs. 

It provides patient access to 
health records and allows them to 
correct misinformation in those 
files. 

The secretary of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) will have 
six months from the date of pas¬ 
sage to finalize regulations. The act 
will take effect six months after 
that.

Yes, But... 

Support for the concept of the 
legislation is near universal. Con¬ 
sumers want privacy protection; in¬ 
dustry above all else wants clear 
national standards. But all parties 
are pushing for changes to better 
reflect their interests. 

Jeanne Schulte Scott, speaking 
for the Association for Electronic 
Health Care Transactions (the data 
processing industry), said that cur¬ 
rent language “does great harm to 
the health information service in¬ 
dustry.” She called for greater pre¬ 
emption of state law and fewer 
“trustee” responsibilities for their 
members as subcontractors. 

The American Hospital Associ¬ 
ation questioned whether HHS 
should administer this act. “HHS, 
as a payer and administrator of 
health services, would also be sub¬ 
ject to the requirements of this act. 
The dual role of regulator and reg¬ 
ulated appears to be a conflict of 
interest.” 

Aimee Berenson, along with 
the AIDS Action Council, recom¬ 
mended tightening access to med¬ 
ical files for research purposes to 
“research conducted at qualified 
medical facilities and institutions.” 
She offered the model of “regula¬ 
tions governing NIH-funded bio¬ 
medical research.” 

She also wants the bill to “set 
out clear procedures for objecting 
to the release of medical records in 
civil litigation.” 

Janlori Goldman wants to tight¬ 
en access to records by law en¬ 
forcement agencies. Current draft 
language uses a standard of “prob¬ 
able cause.” She would strengthen 
it to the standard now protecting 
access to cable television sub¬ 
scriber records - “clear and con¬ 
vincing evidence that the subject of 
the information is reasonably sus¬ 
pected of engaging in criminal ac¬ 
tivity and the information sought 
would be material evidence in the 
case.” 

Alexander Robinson shares 
those concerns. He handles AIDS 
issues with the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union (ACLU). He worries 
about “fishing expeditions” by law 
enforcement agencies, “that they 
are going to get information not re¬ 
lated to their investigation.” He 
wants them to “have to go as close 
to the source as you can get” in ob¬ 
taining the information and not be 
able to obtain it from middle men 
and subcontractors. 

Senator Bennett acknowledged 
that the bill is not perfect. “That is 
the purpose of the hearing process, 
to make it better,” he said. Modifi¬ 
cations are likely in the coming 
months before the bill comes to a 
vote in the Senate, most likely in 
February. 

A timetable for consideration 
by the House is unclear. ▼

PRO 542 Named ‘Most 
Effective’ HIV Inactivator

Progenies Pharmaceuticals Inc. has published a 
scientific paper in the November issue of Journal of 
Virology about its compound PRO 542, now being de¬ 
veloped as an immunotherapy to treat or prevent HIV. 
In the paper, researchers report that PRO 542 was ca¬ 
pable of neutralizing all clinical isolates of HIV test¬ 
ed in vitro, including HIV isolates from different ge¬ 
netic strains of the virus present in the United States, 
Europe, and 
around the world. 

In a study con¬ 
ducted by re¬ 
searchers at the 
Aaron Diamond 
AIDS Research 
Center in New 
York City, in col¬ 
laboration with 
Progenies and a 
group of academ¬ 
ic investigators, PRO 542 was found the most effec¬ 
tive compound among the agents tested for their abil¬ 
ity to inactivate HIV. 

Progenies also announced it has been awarded 
$100,000 under Phase I of a Small Business Innova¬ 
tion Research Program grant by the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Diseases. This funding is for 
commercial development of PRO 542 for the treat¬ 
ment of HIV infection. 

PRO 542, also known as CD4-IgG2, is a novel fu¬ 


sion protein that incorporates the HIV-binding region 
of the human cell surface receptor for HIV into a 
human antibody molecule. PRO 542 works by two 
mechanisms: first, by inhibiting binding of HIV to re¬ 
ceptors on target cells; second, by stripping off the 
virus envelope glycoprotein, which inactivates the 
virus. 

“The results published in Journal of Virology pro¬ 
vide a strong endorsement for rapid development of 
PRO 542 as an immunotherapy for HIV infection,” said 
Paul J. Maddon, 
M.D., Ph.D., 
Progenies’ chair¬ 
man and CEO. “In 
addition, the fund¬ 
ing through the 
SBIR program 

will enable Prog¬ 
enies to accelerate 
the clinical devel¬ 
opment of PRO 
542.” 

PRO 542 is designed as an immunotherapy for 
HIV-positive people, to be used alone or in combina¬ 
tion with antiviral drugs. It is also being developed as 
a post-exposure prophylactic therapy, to protect ex¬ 
posed individuals from contracting infection by re¬ 
ducing the concentration of infectious HIV in the 
bloodstream. 

The company plans to file an Investigational New 
Drug application (IND) on PRO 542 and initiate Phase 
I clinical trials in HIV-infected people in 1996. ▼ 


PRO 542 was capable of 
neutralizing different genetic 
strains of HIV present in the 
United States, Europe, and 
around the world.

Transcell Technologies Inc., a majority-owned 
subsidiary of Intemeuron Pharmaceuticals Inc., an¬ 
nounced Monday, November 13, that it has received a 
Phase I Small Business Innovative Research grant to 
evaluate the effectiveness of its drug transport tech¬ 
nology in delivering antisense compounds to diverse 
therapeutic targets, including cells that contain HIV. 

This federal grant of approximately $100,000 will 
help fund the development of technology that links 
Transcell’s compounds, known as permeation en¬ 
hancers, with antisense compounds that have been 
shown to inhibit HIV replication. The combination of 
these two types of compounds may improve signifi¬ 


cantly the delivery of the antisense class of drugs. 

“The prevailing challenge in making antisense 
therapy a reality is the effective, reliable delivery of 
antisense compounds to specific DNA sites within 
cells, and our activities funded under the SBIR grant 
will allow us to take an important step toward realiz¬ 
ing the medical potential of this therapeutic ap¬ 
proach,” said Elizabeth E. Tallett, president and chief 
executive officer of Transcell. 

“Our objective will be to develop further the abili¬ 
ty of Transcell’s permeation enhancers to transport 
antisense DNA compounds across both cellular and 
mucosal membranes to specific sites within the cell so 
as to facilitate their potential applications as anti-HIV 
and anti-AIDS treatments,” added Tallett. T 


New Pharmacokinetic 
Analytical 

Methodology Disclosed

Speaking at the annual meeting of the American 
Association of Pharmaceutical Scientists in Miami on 
Friday, November 10, ProCyte Corporation senior sci¬ 
entist Dr. Eric Burak outlined key findings regarding 
the metabolism and pharmacokinetics of the compa¬ 
ny’s antiviral compound, BCDS:Cu. 

BCDS:Cu is presently under investigation by Pro¬ 
Cyte scientists and collaborators at several govern¬ 
ment and academic virology laboratories to deter¬ 
mine its effect on inhibition of HIV-1 and 2, hepatitis 
B, influenza A and B, and other disease-causing 
viruses. 

BCDS:Cu is a small molecule formed by the 
“complexation” of bathocuproine disulfonic acid 
(BCDS) and copper (Cu). The compound is intended 
for systemic administration and, as such, must be de¬ 
livered to the targeted site of action intact, or fully 
complexed. Evaluating the ability of the body to me¬ 
tabolize, or break apart, a complexed compound is 
vital to drug development. If a complexed compound 
is metabolized before it reaches its targeted site of ac¬ 


tion, it may not have its intended effect. 

ProCyte researchers have been interested in deter¬ 
mining the body’s metabolic impact on BCDS:Cu. By 
studying BCDS:Cu in both in vivo and in vitro mod¬ 
els, Burak and his colleagues showed that the complex 
in the systemic circulation appears to remain intact 
and does not undergo liver metabolism. 

Until now, specifically assessing metal-based com¬ 
plexes, such as BCDSrCu, in biological matrices has 
proven a scientific challenge. To further explore the 
disposition of the complexed compound in the human 
system, it was necessary to identify a new methodol¬ 
ogy for analysis of this novel compound. ProCyte sci¬ 
entists and collaborators were successful in establish¬ 
ing a new analytical method that allows them to accu¬ 
rately assess the pharmacokinetics, toxicokinetics, 
and metabolism of BCDS:Cu. 

The new method allows ProCyte to correlate the 
compound’s pharmacological activity to actual con¬ 
centrations of the complexed compound and thor¬ 
oughly assess its antiviral compounds. It also provides 
a tool for use by other companies interested in devel¬ 
oping compounds in this class of drugs. ▼

New HIV Treatment 
Focuses on Red Blood Cells

Sheffield Medical Technolo¬ 
gies Inc. announced Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 14, the dose-escalation 
stage of a Phase I/IIA clinical trial 
of the company’s HIV/AIDS ther¬ 
apeutic RBC-CD4 is set to begin 
in 17 HIV patients. 

The company also announced 
that preliminary results of the first 
stage of the trial 
showed that RBC- 
CD4 was well tolerat¬ 
ed and had no signifi¬ 
cant adverse effects in 
HIV patients at dose 
levels studied to date. 

RBC-CD4 was de¬ 
signed to reduce the 
levels of HIV in the 
bloodstream and pre¬ 
vent the progression 
of AIDS. This trial is 
being conducted 
under a company-sponsored IND 
at Johns Hopkins University 
Schools of Public Health and 
Medicine. 

“In the dose-escalation compo¬ 
nent of this study, we will assess 
the anti-viral activity and safety of 
RBC-CD4 at higher doses, to de¬ 


termine which dosing level will 
provide the greatest reduction in 
viral load,” said Douglas R. Eger, 
chairman of Sheffield Medical 
Technologies. “As we move for¬ 
ward with this trial, we are also 
pursuing discussions with poten¬ 
tial corporate partners who would 
help Sheffield advance RBC-CD4 
into its final phase of human clin¬ 
ical trials.” 


RBC-CD4 acts as a decoy, 
binding to free-floating 
HIV and infected T-cells, 
and facilitating their 
removal from the 
bloodstream. 


In the placebo-controlled, 
dose-escalation component of the 
trial, 14 patients will receive one 
of two doses and three will receive 
a placebo as control. The primary 
clinical end points of the trial will 
be a significant reduction in viral 
load in the bloodstream, as mea¬ 


sured by quantitative co-culture 
and in p24 antigen levels. 


NIH May Support 
Study of 
Traditional 
Chinese Medicines

The biotechnology company 
Paracelsian Inc. announced 
Wednesday, November 15, it is 
negotiating a letter of intent for a 
cooperative research and devel¬ 
opment agreement (CRADA) to 
begin testing its panel of 2,800 
extracts of Traditional Chinese 
Medicines for possible activity 
against HIV and cancer. 

Paracelsian is engaged in the 
discovery of pharmaceuticals 
from herbal sources and the de¬ 
velopment and marketing of as¬ 
says for improved cancer diagno¬ 
sis. The company’s technologies 
are based on a biochemical 
process known as signal trans¬ 
duction, a form of information 
processing within the cell. 

A letter of intent is not a com¬ 
mitment from either party to 
enter into a CRADA. However, 
the agreement with the National 
Cancer Institute and the National 
Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, when 
executed, would accelerate the 
study. 

John Babish Ph.D., chief sci¬ 
entist at Paracelsian, said, “The 
contributions of our two organi¬ 
zations will help speed the intro¬ 
duction of safe and effective 
medications for the treatment of 
these devastating diseases.” 

Earlier this month, Paracelsian 
announced it had filed a continu¬ 
ation in part on its U.S. patent for 
one compound, PN355, describ¬ 
ing experiments involving the in¬ 
hibition of the HIV-1 virus. Ex¬ 
periments and the results de¬ 
scribed in the CIP filing were 
presented November 3 in San 
Diego at an industry conference 
entitled “Controlling Cell Cycle 
Regulation for Anti- Proliferative 
Therapeutics.”

HIV binds to CD4, a protein on 
the surface of T-cells, to gain entry 
into, and infect, the cells. The re¬ 
sulting reduction in T-cells crip¬ 
ples the immune system and even¬ 
tually leads to AIDS. 
Using a technique 
called electroinser¬ 
tion, a re-engineered, 
full-length CD4 pro¬ 
tein is inserted into 
the red blood cells of 
a patient or donor to 
form RBC-CD4.

PN355 has demonstrated ex¬ 
tremely low toxicity in laboratory 
animals, while displaying high 
activity against human cells in¬ 
fected with HIV in vitro. The 
company’s latest data offers an 
explanation for this apparent 
specificity of PN355.

UCSF Docs: Interleukin 

May Be Key to Long-term Survival

A study of 21 people who have 
been HIV-positive for ten years 
but have not developed AIDS may 
suggest a way that enhancing nat¬ 
ural immunity can conquer the 
killer disease, researchers said 
Monday, November 20. 

The trick to these survivors’ 
success may lie in one of the 
body’s natural products, inter¬ 
leukin-2 or IL-2, which seems to 
keep the virus trapped harmlessly 
inside immune cells, preventing 
them from reproducing, said Jay 
Levy of the University of Califor¬ 
nia in San Francisco. 

Levy, Edward Barker and Carl 
Mackewicz discussed what Levy 


calls “a novel immunologic re¬ 
sponse” for the way that IL-2 pro¬ 
tects against AIDS in the new 
issue of the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 

Immune responses usually at¬ 
tack and kill infected cells. How¬ 
ever, Levy and colleagues have 
proposed that IL-2 leads the body 
to let infected cells live but func¬ 
tion as prisons for a helpless 
virus. 

Early trials are already under¬ 
way with a variety of researchers 
to see whether IL-2 helps pa¬ 
tients, and the San Francisco sci¬ 
entists think they can now explain 
how the substance would work.

But al¬ 
though a growing multitude of ex¬ 
pensive AIDS-related drugs is in¬ 
tended to prolong life, physical ac¬ 
tivity is what needs to be pre¬ 
scribed to assist people in enhanc¬ 
ing the quality of life. 

As HIV/AIDS shifts from being 
an acute care problem to that of a 
chronic disease, intervention with 
physical rehabilitation becomes 
more important in managing HIV- 
related disabilities and enhancing 
the quality of a patient’s life. 

As part of a medical treatment 
team, rehabilitation specialists - 
i.e., physical and occupational 
therapists - are medically trained 
to address a variety of problems 
typical for people with HIV and 
AIDS. These problems include 
pain, loss of joint mobility, loss of 
muscle strength, difficulties with 
coordination, central or peripheral 
nervous system dysfunction, diffi¬ 
culty with ambulation, generalized 
deconditioning, and respiratory 
compromise. 

Other problems that rehabilita¬ 
tion specialists can help to amelio¬ 
rate include daily living routine 
adaptation, pain management, use 
of adaptive equipment, energy con¬ 
servation, and work/ leisure tasks. 

People who are diagnosed with 
HIV infection should begin a su¬ 
pervised exercise program as mon¬ 
itored by a rehabilitation specialist, 
preferably an experienced physical 
therapist. Such a program should 
include bicycling, swimming, or 
weight training. These types of ac¬ 
tivities can improve muscle func¬ 
tion and size, which may then help 
minimize the “wasting syndrome” 
AIDS patients experience. 

A supervised exercise program 
facilitates the relief of pain, stress 
reduction, and atrophy reduction. 
Furthermore, even slight improve¬ 
ments in strength will increase ac¬ 
tivities of daily living and may en¬ 
hance the function of the immune 
system. 

‘A stronger body 
to fight disease’ 

Physical activity and fitness are 
an important component of the 
medical treatment program that

changes the paradigm of illness to 
wellness. To do this, early inter¬ 
vention is necessary. Mary Lou 
Galantino, MS, PT, Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor of Physical Therapy at 
Richard Stockton College of New 
Jersey and Co-founder of LIFE 
(Living in Full Expression) Physi¬ 
cal Therapy in Houston, sees early 
intervention as critical. 

As she states in a January ’95 
issue of Rehabilitation magazine, 
“Although the immune system is 
directly affected by HIV disease, 
its ability to monopolize upon the 
integrity of the immune system, 
through exercise and early inter¬ 
vention, is an important factor to 
examine. The goal of early inter¬ 
vention is to maximize strength 
and endurance so you build a 
stronger body to fight opportunis¬ 
tic infections.” 

Any person who is HIV-posi¬ 
tive or has AIDS, should ask a doc¬ 
tor about utilizing the services of a 
rehabilitation specialist. Rehabili¬ 
tation is designed to focus on well¬ 
ness, and will go a long way to¬ 
wards improving the quality of life, 
and possibly extending it. ▼

CD4. Inside the cell, the virus re¬ 
produces itself and eventually 
kills the CD4. 

Levy said IL-2 pumps up the 
ability of sister cells in the im¬ 
mune system, called CD8 cells, to 
come to the rescue. The rescuers 
do not kill infected cells, but 
somehow keep the virus inside 
from reproducing. 

Obvious Science 

Barker, Levy, and colleagues 
discovered this reaction by grow¬ 
ing CD8 cells in IL-2 as well as in 
other related chemicals naturally 
produced by the body. 

“Rarely is science so obvious,” 
said Levy. The IL-2 improved the 
rescuing cells’ power, and the re¬ 
lated chemicals weakened the ef¬ 
fect. 

For a hint of what happens out¬ 
side the test tube, the researchers 
compared CD8 cells from sick 
people to CD8 cells from the se¬ 
lect group who have avoided any 
AIDS symptoms despite years of 
viral infection. 

The sick people’s CD8 cells 
had only one third the power to 
suppress the virus and rescue their 
sister cells that researchers found 
in the disease-free group. 

The researchers were also able 
to use IL-2 in some cases to re¬ 
vive the rescuing ability of CD8 
cells. 

In the human body, the IL-2 is 
one of the chemicals naturally 
produced by the embattled CD4 
cells, the original targets of viral 


attack. 

LeVy <ygued that discoveries 
about IL-2 and CD8 cells call for 
focusing mote attention on har¬ 


nessing the power of the body’s 
own immune system for new ther¬ 
apies. “There aren’t enough,” he 
said of current studies. ▼

Cocktails With

P art of being an openly gay 
person in these United 
States means getting an 
entire raft of “special in¬ 
terest” junk mail. There are the 
soft core ads, in enticing en¬ 
velopes which warn “ Pornogra¬ 
phy inside! Don 7 open unless you 
are 18 or older!" There are the 
Lavender Dollar come-ons, for 
ruby cluster red-ribbon lapel rib¬ 
bons, pink triangle funeral urns 
and all-gay Caribbean cruises 
(which common sense suggests 
are frequented by aging rich A- 
gays, but which the ads portray as 
exclusively populated by young 
studly hunks). Finally, there are 
the fundraising pleas. 

These come in an unceasing 
flood marked Urgent! (but sent by 
bulk mail), personalized with your 
own name (but probably mis¬ 
spelled), and detail the rising fas¬ 
cist flood while suggesting that 
only a timely donation to them can 
save the day. They range from the 
reasonable requests that we’re 
sorry we can’t answer (AIDS 
Emergency Fund, Project Open 
Hand) to the arrogant demands of 
our “national organizations” that 
evoke only irritation. 

Some are actually useful. One 
organization sends us red-ribbon 
return address mailing labels 
every few months, presumably 
trying to guilt-trip us into donating 
to compensate them for the ex¬ 
pense of this unasked-for goody. I 
don’t donate, but I do use the la¬ 
bels. My partner won’t, because 
they misspell his name. “You 
could call them to complain,” I 
suggest, but he can’t be bothered. 


The most popular technique is 
to send you a “questionnaire,” 
which asks your opinion on im¬ 
portant issues as a prelude to hit¬ 
ting you up for money. This fol¬ 
lows the well-established direct 
mail principle that you want to get 
the suckers involved in the 
process somehow, by answering 
questions or licking stickers. 
Then, after they feel you’ve lis¬ 
tened to them and are advocating 
for them, they’re more likely to 
give money. 


Commentary 


It’s a pretty shabby manipula¬ 
tion, and as somebody who usual¬ 
ly uses dozens of cheap intellectu¬ 
al manipulations just to get 
through the day, I have an expert’s 
contempt for such amateurish ef¬ 
forts. The questions are usually 
scary and self-serving; e.g., “Do 
you think the Religious Right 
wants to put us all in concentra¬ 
tion camps?” or “Do we need a 
well-funded, national organization 
to do direct mail fundraising to ad¬ 
vocate for our cause?” 

I usually answer these surveys 
out of malicious passive aggres¬ 
sion, particularly if they come 
with a retum-postage-paid enve¬ 
lope. I take their stupid questions 
seriously and make serious. an¬ 
swers which adequately display 
my contempt for the organization. 
If they tabulate my response, it 
screws up their scores. If they 
throw it out, it screws up their sta¬ 
tistics. I had particular fun with 
the Democratic National Commit¬ 
tee’s “survey” of my support for 


Tipper 

President Clinton. “How would 
you rate Clinton’s performance?” 
they asked. “With friends like 
these, who needs enemies? I an¬ 
swered. (Well, they asked.) 

No More F Word 

Given the generally low esteem 
in which such mail is held in our 
household, it was surprising when 
we received a piece so icky that it 
drew special attention and ire. It 
was from the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund. Excuse me, the 
Human Rights Campaign - no 
“fund” anymore. They’ve short¬ 
ened the name in an apparent at¬ 
tempt to shake their well-deserved 
image as do-nothing money-guz¬ 
zlers and to derail the common 
spoof of their name, “the Human 
Rights Champagne Fund” - a 
moniker pushed by their almost 
indistinguishable rival, the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(or Task Farce, as the Champagne 
Fund calls them). 

To outflank the latter intention, 
this column will henceforth refer 
to said organization as the 
“Human Rights Champagne,” to 
suggest a delicious, exotic bever¬ 
age, which can be consumed by 
well-connected, wealthy, main¬ 
stream gays. 

I was slow to warm to my part¬ 
ner’s rage, still being upset over a 
recent interview given by a Task 
Farce official to the New York 
Times. Said “leader” lamented that 
they “couldn’t think of anything 
for their local members to do, 
other than donate money.” 1 knew 
about their grievous lack of vision, 
but hitherto had hoped that they 
had enough sense to come up with 
some bullshit to obscure this sadly 
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obvious fact, at least to the notori¬ 
ously gullible media. But tidbits 
from the Champagne letter even¬ 
tually got my attention. 

“Listen to this!” my partner 
rattled on, reading from the letter. 
“They boast, to prove how much 
influence they have, of having had 
cocktails with Tipper Gore!” 

That got me started. “Good 
grief, they are easy to please. I’ll 
bet any pork-belly lobbyist or to¬ 
bacco company exec can have a 
brewski with Tipper for a $500 
donation (and a case of pork bel¬ 
lies or ciggies).” Does anybody 
think that Tipper is such a major 
mover and shaker in D.C. that her 
friendship and influence - assum¬ 
ing that this is demonstrated by 
her having cocktails with us - are 
worth something? (Now drinks 
with Madonna might have been 
worth going to.) What did every¬ 
one wear? Tasteful frocks or 
greasy leather? What did everyone 
drink? Human Rights Cham¬ 
pagne? And what did the servers 
wear? Blue rubber gloves? 

Call from Planet Wonk 

I was distressed to learn, by the 
way, that the White House has yet 
to come clean on the notorious 
“rubber glove” incident where 
specially invited gay activists 
were met by latex-protected secu¬ 
rity guards. This came up during a 
conference call with Patsy Flem¬ 
ing, the “AIDS czarina,” frantical¬ 
ly trying to whip up support, inter¬ 
est, or at least some recognition of 
a one-day AIDS conference being 
held at the White House next 
month. Reporters from the gay pa¬ 
pers of San Francisco, Chicago, 
and New York were strung on the 
line and allowed to ask the czarina 
questions for about half an hour, 
after listening to her flak for the 
“conference.” 

Overall, we were pretty easy 
on her, none of us expecting very 
much. But as we saw we were 
going to get even less than that ex¬ 
pected little, we became a little 
testy and started asking some real 
questions. 

“What’s your biggest frustra¬ 
tion with this event?” I asked. 
“That we can only have 200 peo¬ 
ple, since that’s all we can fit in 
the White House,” Fleming an¬ 
swered. “There were a thousand 
I’d have liked to invite.” Then why 
not hold it at some more practical 
location? Because the whole point 
is just PR, which is best served by 
the highest profile venue. Since 
that was obvious, I asked what cri¬ 
teria they used to choose those few 
they did invite and got no substan¬ 
tial answer, other than vague as¬ 
surances that the strictest stan¬ 
dards of political correctness had 
been applied. 

The reporter from Chicago 


asked for Fleming’s response to 
ACT UPish criticism of the event 
as a meaningless sham, and we got 
a disappointing “Clinton for Pres¬ 
ident” spiel, warning us that only 
Clinton could protect AIDS fund¬ 
ing from destruction at the hands 
of the Newt, and a curt suggestion 
that we should quit our whining 
and support our leader. 

Now really irritated, I asked 
my first tough question: “Will the 
conferees be greeted by guards 
wearing blue rubber gloves, like 
last time?” I expected a cool de¬ 
nial and maybe some assurances 
that such confusion and insult 
were now impossible, but her re¬ 
sponse surprised me. 

In a voice that could freeze 
water at 12 paces, Fleming in¬ 
toned, “White House guards al¬ 
ways wear leather gloves when 
they search bags. They did so to 
me when I visited yesterday, and I 
assume that they’ll do so for the 
conference.” 

In short, no recognition that an 
insult had been delivered, no 
claims that the process had been 
cleaned up, and most of all, decid¬ 
edly no assurance that such an 
event couldn’t happen again. Such 
a denial would be pretty cheap and 
easy to make; it seemed that Flem¬ 
ing really feared to go on record 
denying such a possibility! 

The other reporters continued 
to halfheartedly ply her with ques¬ 
tions, but we’d all pretty much lost 
interest. Even our bargain base¬ 
ment expectations had been se¬ 
verely undercut. This woman was 
so clearly not even in the same 
solar system as we were - she 
lived up in cloud cuckoo land on 
the Planet Wonk - what was the 
point in listening to her? 

When I reflect that my life may 
depend on the proceedings of such 
meetings, I taste true despair. 
Wonks meeting with honchos of 
the Task Farce, drinking Human 
Rights Champagne, posing to¬ 
gether for the cameras, making a 
little political hay out of my life- 
threatening dilemma! Oh well, 
maybe the whole thing will be de¬ 
railed by the federal government 
shutdown - it would be just about 
the only good done by it! 

When you get their mail (and if 
you’re reading this paper at all, the 
chances are better than even that 
you’ve gotten some already), give 
them a piece of your mind. If you 
actually have pennies to spare, 
fortunate soul, give them to some 
local group whose activities you 
can keep an eye on and who 
demonstrably do good work. Let 
the assimilato ass-kissers who call 
themselves our “national leaders” 
get real jobs and support them¬ 
selves, or find some other move¬ 
ment from which to suck the 
blood. T

Strategies Against the Kaiser

A bout 3,000 San Francis¬ 
cans with HIV disease 
get their healthcare from 
the Kaiser Foundation, 
and many more receive care from 
other HMOs in the city. People in 
HMOs may encounter special 
problems in obtaining good 
healthcare from their provider. In 
Kaiser’s case, many members 
have encountered obstacles aris¬ 
ing from its somewhat passive 
approach to HIV care and its re¬ 
luctance to pay for expensive 
therapies. 

In general, Kaiser treats people 
with AIDS much the same as its 
other patients, when in fact they 
may need increased attention and 
faster access to physicians and 
treatments. 

Still, Kaiser members can use a 
number of strategies to improve 
the quality of their medical care. 
First, they should choose their 
doctor carefully, based on his or 
her qualifications and experience 
in treating people with AIDS. 
They can get referrals from other 
Kaiser AIDS patients, by contact¬ 
ing AIDS organizations such as 
ACT UP/Golden Gate or Healing 
Alternatives Foundation, or 
through HIV doctors outside the 
Kaiser system. The physician’s 
philosophy toward patient care is 
another important consideration: 
patients may want a doctor who 
shares their views on alternative 
treatments, experimental thera¬ 
pies, and the role of the patient in 
his or her healthcare. Patients can 
discuss these issues during their 
first meeting with their doctor. 

Changing Doctors 
at Kaiser 

To make this decision, a pa¬ 
tient should evaluate his or her 
physician on smaller issues: does 
the physician treat the patient’s 
health problems aggressively, or 
take the “wait-and-see” ap¬ 
proach? Is the doctor aware of 
new developments in HIV treat¬ 
ment? Is he or she able to educate 
the patient on clinical trials avail¬ 
able inside and outside the Kaiser 
system? If a patient is dissatisfied 
with his or her doctor, s/he should 
try to switch doctors while feeling 
well, rather than trying to change 
during a crisis. Kaiser patients 
who want to change primary care 
physicians must often wait six 
weeks before they can be seen by 
the physician they have chosen, if 
that physician is accepting pa¬ 
tients at all. However, patients can 
put themselves on multiple wait¬ 
ing lists and wait to decide when 
their name comes up. 

Some patients see a physician 
outside the Kaiser system in addi¬ 
tion to their Kaiser doctor, if they 
can afford it. This doctor can keep 


separate medical records and aid 
the patient in a crisis if he or she 
needs swift action that Kaiser is 
unwilling to provide. 

“When my lover was sick, 
Kaiser couldn’t find a cause for 
it,” commented Bill Thorne of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate. “His out¬ 
side doctor saw him and treated 
him presumptively for MAC, and 
he got better pretty quickly. With¬ 
out that outside visit, he would 
have been sick for weeks.” 

Patients who cannot afford a 
second doctor can sometimes 
“bank” a visit or two by working 
out payment arrangements in ad¬ 
vance with a San Francisco spe¬ 
cialist. “It’s great to know that 
when the chips are down, I’ve got 
an AIDS expert who can swoop in 
and monitor things,” commented 
Thorne. 

Some people with AIDS also 
use a second doctor so that they 
have a second set of medical 
records to enter in a clinical trial 
for which they might not qualify 
with their Kaiser records. 

What H You’re 
Sick Already? 

For patients who need to 
change doctors while they are 
sick, the Kaiser system can prove 
more difficult to negotiate. Pa¬ 
tients and their advocates may 
need to insist on an immediate 
change if their health considera¬ 
tions grow urgent. Kaiser member 
Edward Zold called Kaiser med¬ 
ical officials daily for two weeks 
in order to switch physicians for a 
friend who was getting the “wait- 
and-see” approach for his pneu- 
mocystis pneumonia. 

“I woke up every morning and 
began my day by yelling at 
Kaiser,” he said. “I started with 
Billy’s doctor and worked my way 
up to the head of medicine until I 
got results.” Kaiser switched the 
doctor. 

If a patient is sick and feels 
that he or she is not receiving ad¬ 
equate care, it is important to de¬ 
mand aggressive treatment and to 
see a specialist or change primary 
care doctors if necessary. Patients 
who feel unable to do this should 
ask an assertive friend to accom¬ 
pany them to doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments to advocate for immediate, 
appropriate treatment. Patients 
and their advocates need to find 
out what the “first line” therapy 
for a particular problem is, and 
what options they have if it fails. 
While doctors should know these 
things, unfortunately sometimes 
they do not. Kaiser uses no rec¬ 
ommended Standard of Care for 
HIV disease, and patients receive 
screening tests, prophylaxes, and 
treatments according to timeta¬ 
bles that vary widely from patient 
to patient. 

Therefore, patients need to ed¬ 
ucate themselves about Standards 
of Care for HIV. For example.

'We're Off To See the Kaiser Friday' 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has organized a World AIDS Day demon¬ 
stration to demand that Kaiser pay for all ADDS drugs with proven 
effectiveness, including Human Growth Hormone; implement a 
recommended Standard of Care; and pay for viral load tests. In ad¬ 
dition, the group wants better patient access to doctors and a quick¬ 
er mechanism for switching physicians at Kaiser, and is concerned 
about Kaiser’s plan reducing the number of pap smears, pelvic ex¬ 
aminations, and other screening exams for women, including 
women with HIV. 

The protest is endorsed by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
the People With AIDS Coalition, Mobilization Against AIDS, and 
other groups. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate plans to demonstrate at noon at 2425 
Geary Boulevard. ACT UP/East Bay (510-568-1680) is holding a si¬ 
multaneous demonstration at Kaiser Oakland, located at the comer 
of MacArthur and Broadway. ▼ 


many doctors believe that patients 
should receive CMV screening 
every three months if they have 
fewer than 100 CD4 cells. Armed 
with this kind of knowledge, pa¬ 
tients can insist on vigilant care 
from Kaiser. 

“The trick is to know what you 
need and then go in there and de¬ 
mand it,” offered Thome. 

Or it may be time to see that 
outside doctor. ACT UP/Philadel- 
phia (215-731-1844) publishes an 
easy-to-use, well-researched 
Standard of Care document for all 
stages of HIV disease, available 
in English and Spanish. The Pro¬ 
ject Inform hotline (1-800-334- 
7422) and treatment newsletters 
such as AIDS Treatment News are 
good sources for information on 
new therapies, clinical trials and 
other treatment issues. AIDS 
Treatment News is available on¬ 
line, in newsletter form, or as an 
indexed book published by 
Alyson Press. 

What If I Have To 
Go to the Hospital? 

Patients should try never to go 
to the Kaiser emergency room 
alone. Each patient there needs a 
vocal, aggressive advocate, 
whether it is the patient’s Shanti 
volunteer, mother, friend, or lover. 
Pick this person for their assertive¬ 
ness, not for their love of you. 
This advocate, ideally chosen in 
advance, can be invaluable in 
monitoring the patient’s condition, 
helping to ensure that he or she re¬ 
ceives appropriate attention quick¬ 
ly, and connecting the patient to 
friends and relatives outside the 
emergency room. If the patient is 


admitted, the advocate can help 
organize a support team to help 
monitor care while the patient is in 
the hospital. A patient with vocal 
advocates may be less likely to re¬ 
ceive inappropriate care or be 
shuffled aside.

However, patient education 
and advocacy are not enough in 
some situations. For example. 


Kaiser has refused to pay for viral 
load testing. Human Growth Hor¬ 
mone, used to treat wasting syn¬ 
drome, is also off-limits to Kaiser 
AIDS patients, even though two 
out of the three AIDS-related 
deaths that take place in San 
Francisco each day occur due to 
wasting. 

Interestingly, Human Growth 
Hormone is available on MediCal, 
and indeed some San Francisco 
residents prefer the indigent care 
available through the city’s public 
health system to care at Kaiser. Y

being inoculated with SIV, while 
five others were first treated four 
hours after SIV exposure and the 
remaining five started treatment 24 
hours after exposure. 

The PMPA treatment continued 
for four weeks, and all of the treat¬ 
ed monkeys remained healthy up to 
56 weeks after the trial began. 

By contrast, ten macaques who 
were also given doses of SIV but 
were not treated developed persis¬ 
tent infections within three weeks. 


Tsai sdid PMPA, which was de¬ 
veloped by scientists in Belgium, 
acts like AZT and several other 
AIDS drugs on the market by pre¬ 
venting the replication of HIV in 
the body. The difference, he said, is 
that-it holds the potential of being 
“much, much more effective.” 

Further, he said, test tube stud¬ 
ies indicate it is as much as 100 
times less toxic than AZT. 

No human trials - yet 

Tsai cautioned, however, that 
SIV is “quite similar” but not iden¬ 
tical to HIV-1, the virus generally 
believed to be the cause of AIDS.

Therefore, much more research 
needs to be done before scientists 
know whether PMPA can be effec¬ 
tive in humans, he said. 

Also, it is not known how effec¬ 
tive the drug might be against HIV 
infection that is already estab¬ 
lished. However, data from a small 
study at the California Regional 
Primate Research Center in Davis 
indicates monkeys first treated 
with PMPA three weeks after being 
exposed to SIV remained healthy. 

Tsai, a pathologist and veteri¬ 
narian, said his laboratory is also 
conducting PMPA trials with in¬ 
fected monkeys, and “the results so 
far are very exciting.” 

Researchers at Gilead Sciences 
have indicated that preliminary 
human trials with PMPA could 
take place once they develop an 
oral form of the drug. ▼

D n the opening sequence of Patrica Rozema’s new film When 
Night is Falling, the camera slowly pans adjacent classrooms 
in the New College of Faith, where Martin (Henry Czerny) 
and Camille (Pascale Bussieres) are teaching.

Being politically inclined, the kid 
moves between the ’60s gay-ac¬ 
tivist set and some of the commu¬ 
nity’s more flamboyant represen¬ 
tatives. The soundtrack is a 
groove, heavy on girl groups and 
very evocative of the times - or so 
we’re told by associates old 
enough to know. 


M f any queer media organiza¬ 
tion gives an award to Car¬ 
rington for “boldly” repre¬ 
senting homosexuality, keep 
in mind this Variety column by 
Robert Holler, who chided Car¬ 
rington for not having “the con¬ 
viction of its unconventional sub¬ 
jects, as the movie delivers a most 
conventional double standard: 
Strachey’s gay affairs are played 
off-screen while [painter Dora] 
Carrington’s straight love scenes 
get very graphic.” 

And Hofler doesn’t even men¬ 
tion that Carrington’s lesbian af¬ 
fairs were never written into the 
film. It would have been “too 
much,” Emma Thompson, who 
played Carrington, told the Advo¬ 
cate a few months back. (Too 
much what?) 

Sex scenes were shot between 
Strachey and his lovers, but were 
edited out. Jonathan Pryce, who 
played the writer, is quoted as 
wanting to spare viewers his 
“Nautilus-allergic” body, but 
though an amusing turn of phrase 
this is disingenuous and then 
some. A rumored and more likely 
reason would be that Gramercy, 
the film’s distributor, demanded 
and got the cuts. 

Writer-director Christopher 
Hampton gives the lie to the 
whole proceedings in two state¬ 
ments. He says he deleted scenes 
because they “didn’t advance the 
story,” but later announces that 
there will be a director’s cut in 
which some of them will be re¬ 
stored. Since a “director’s cut” 
usually contains what the director 
considers to be the complete art¬ 
work, it’s pretty obvious that 
downplaying queer sexuality was 
the tradeoff for wider release. 

ofler’s column also con¬ 
tains an interesting quote 
from Jodie Foster that, 
surprisingly, lends cre¬ 
dence to the complaints against 
the film heard on the Catholic 
Church’s Movie Review Line 
(a.k.a. Dial a Joke; 800/311- 
4222). The line’s reviewers found 
the Foster-directed Home for the 
Holidays , about a single mom 
(Holly Hunter) who visits her 
dysfunctional family on Thanks¬ 
giving weekend, to have “a mean- 
spirited tone in its treatment of 
family relationships as something 
to be endured more than enjoyed.” 

Those who interpreted the film 
as saying that underlying the dys¬ 
function is real love may be 
amazed by this quote from Foster: 
“ ‘Basically, I see family as a 
bunch of strangers that you’re 
stuck with in a huge elevator. ... 
They’re not the people you choose, 
and you’re being forced to hold 
hands for the rest of your life with 
a bunch of people you have noth¬ 
ing in common with and who get 
on your nerves. Parents get worse. 
People don’t change. They’ll be 
fighting again next year.” 

Foster’s most telling visual 
commentary on this subject comes 
when Hunter’s brother (Robert 
Downey Jr.) phones home to the 
convivial queer Thanksgiving he’s 
missing with his lover and their 
friends so he can help sis survive

their fam. Whatever one thinks 
about Foster’s disinclination to 
discuss her private life, the scene 
speaks volumes - even if the 
film’s still schmaltzy. 

D owney’s character is one 
of several gay ones in re¬ 
cent mainstream film that 
transcend tokenism. He’s 
a loyal brother but also a goofball, 
someone with a personality, not 
merely a “positive” stereotype or 
lap dog sidekick. Another such 
character is played by Jon Robin 
Baitz in Henry Jaglom’s engag¬ 
ing Last Summer at the Hamptons , 
about three generations of a the¬ 
atrical family who meet at their 
summer home. Jaglom likes to 
split the difference between calcu¬ 
lated scripting and an improv, 
real-timey feel. Unlike some of his 
previous efforts, he succeeds quite 
well with Summer. 

Baitz’s character has written a 
hot new play. Everyone wants the 
lead, gay-male part and his grand¬ 
mother (Viveca Lindfors) wants 
to direct. A straight man (Nick 
Gregory) and woman (Victoria 
Foyt) both try to seduce him. 
(Foyt tries to convince him to re¬ 
shape the character as a woman.) 
Complicating matters’ is the 
bizarre attraction he holds for his 


actress sister. Baitz’s performance 
stands out in a high-powered en¬ 
semble that also includes Roscoe 
Lee Browne, Andre Gregory (fa¬ 
ther of Nick), and Roddy Mc- 
Dowall (who’s hopefully fathered 
no one).

Jokes Are Dirty, Fast and 
Furious in French Sex Farce

O pera lovers recognize the 
name Eugene Scribe as 
the 19th-century author or 
librettist of such famous 
musical works as Le Comte Ory 
(Rossini), La Sonnambula (Belli¬ 
ni), The Elixir of Love (Donizetti), 
Les Huguenots and L’Africaine 
(Meyerbeer), Un Ballo in 
Maschera and The Sicilian Ves¬ 
pers (Verdi) and Cilea’s Adriana 
Lecouvreur. Scribe also wrote 
hundreds of plays, farces and 
vaudevilles, but in our time the¬ 
atergoers have probably not seen a 
single one. 

Until now. The Aurora Theatre 
Company, a professional Actors’ 
Equity group, is currently present¬ 
ing Scribe’s La Castrata (Le So¬ 
prano) in a tiny, 65-seat room at 
the Berkeley City Club. This inti¬ 
mate setting has been decorated to 
resemble the 18th-century salon in 
the Cardinal di Gorgonzola’s 
palace in Rome. We are intro¬ 
duced to maestro Pizzicato 
(Thomas Redding), whose pow¬ 
dered wig is askew and makes him 
sneeze. Pizzicato is a third-rate 
composer whose magnum opus is 
an opera called Abu lbn Hoo-Haw, 
parts of which he tries to sing to: 
The elderly, epicene Cardinal 
(William McKereghan); his sexy 
young nephew. Prince Giorgio 
(Carl A. Magruder); and Pizzica¬ 
to’s wife, here disguised as a male 
soprano, or castrato (Francesca 
Faridany). Since the maestro and 
his mate were separated before 
their marriage was consummated, 
there exists some doubt in Pizzica¬ 
to’s mind as to “her” correct gen¬ 
der. The Prince has fallen in love 
with the disguised castrato be¬ 
cause “he” reminds the Prince of a 
young woman in a wedding dress 
he rescued from bandits one night 
near his villa. 

Getting the picture? La Castra¬ 
ta is a 90-minute, intermissionless 
French sex farce that builds, as do 
all Scribe’s “well-made plays,” 
from a few simple expository 
scenes to a wildly gyrating merry- 
go-round in which all the plot 
strands are neatly tied up in what 
was called in 1831 “the obligatory 
scene.” By the time we arrive at 
this finale, director Richard Rossi 
has his entire cast “cooking on 
gas.” The jokes are dirty, fast and 
furious, involving double enten¬ 
dres and puns on musical termi¬ 
nology. Norman Shapiro’s transla¬ 
tion is as limber and agile as a 
randy jack rabbit. 

The delicious gender confusion 
and the suggestion that romantic 
liaisons could just as easily be 
consummated with whatever sex 
is handy, make La Castrata partic¬ 
ularly provocative to American 
audiences. The various shades of 
role playing in which Scribe so

merrily indulges were possible not 
because of special pleading or tol¬ 
erance for gay lifestyles, but be¬ 
cause in 19th-century France, all 
sex was seen in both its suggestive 
plurality and its undeniable absur¬ 
dity. 

It is only in the second half of 
the 20th century, particularly in 
uptight America, that sexual 
comedies have become such, par¬ 
don the expression, a drag. Even 
as frivolous a movie as The Amer¬ 
ican President is being rended 
limb from limb by solemn decon¬ 
structionists looking for political 
subtext amongst the sexual hanky- 
panky. Scribe would greet such 
pretentious nonsense with a horse 
laugh. In fact, he does when he 
ends his comedy with both a rue¬ 
ful tip of the tricorne to conven¬ 
tional matrimony (divorce was not 
possible in Catholic France) and a 
blatant subversion of it as the 
young lovers skip off hand in 
hand, while poor Pizzicato 
sneezes at his hair powder again. 

Aurora Theatre obviously has¬ 
n’t the financial means of ACT or 
Berkeley Repertory, but they do 
have taste. The idea of doing a 
drawing room comedy in an actu¬ 
al drawing room is finely execut¬ 
ed, with the audience sitting 
against three walls, the actors en¬ 
tering and exiting through three 


doors and the decor enhanced by 
religious paintings and a basket of 
sumptuously colored oranges on 
the mantle. Anna Oliver’s cos¬ 
tumes are both rich and subtle - 
no shattering reds here - and the 
actors wear them like real cloth¬ 
ing. Faridany makes a dashing 
young man in lavender satin. In 
the one scene with real emotional 
content, her pretend-castrato tries 
tremulously to remain in male 
character while being seduced by 
the handsome prince’s heroic de¬ 
votion. 

Barbara Oliver, one of Aurora’s 
founders, is excellent as the sharp- 
tongued housekeeper, and Red¬ 
ding is suitably disheveled as the 
putzy maestro with no talent and a 
flapping tongue that mangles tens¬ 
es and genders. But the star of the 
show for me is McKereghan’s oily 
Cardinal, oozing naked ambition 
as he discusses the bad health of 
the current pontiff, and salivating 
unctuously as he plans luncheon 
and rhapsodizes over the hol- 
landaise. ▼ 

La Castrata continues at the 
Berkeley City Club, 2315 Du¬ 
rant, Berkeley, through De¬ 
cember 10.

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Not for Women Only

N ude Coffee, an all-female comedy troupe, was founded 
three years ago by Susan Mele. Her cohorts in comedy are 
Kathleen Fontaine and Sirena Irwin, and although their 
themes are geared toward things feminist and female, their 
comedy is for all ages, both sexes and everything in between. Nude 
Coffee’s new show, playfully titled A Bunch of Chix Gone Fishing, 
is currently running at the Exit Theatre through December 16. This 
combination of skits, sketches, bits and improv, all of it written by 
the performers, is amusing and smart. 

It would be easy to say Mele is the wit, Fontaine the physical co¬ 
median, and Irwin the actor, but all three move from one style of 
performance to another with ease, tackling such things as plastic 
surgery, Camille Paglia (tired), hutch women, personal ads, macho 
studs and sexist pigs. It’s nice to see women portraying men for a 
change (male drag being so prevalent in our culture at the moment), 
but there’s more to the show than that. Some of this troupe’s com¬ 
edy is just comedy. These performers know that great humor arises 
from putting together things that don’t necessarily go together, like 
a hilarious sketch about a blind couple who engage in SM. 

Although the show provides an entertaining evening, these tal¬ 
ented writers and performers could use a director to focus the mate¬ 
rial. This two-and-a-half hour show could easily be cut to fit into 90 
minutes. Still this is a funny and energetic bunch of comedians. ▼

welfare line. Faithful pal Ringo 
saves the belligerent John from a 
beating and takes him home to his 
council flat. Father George, just 
hatched from the booby trap for 
kooky priests, has given up his vo¬ 
cation and returned to Liverpool 
for a reunion of sorts. The re¬ 
named Paul Montana is now a big 
Las Vegas crooner making his first 
trip home since becoming a 
megastar. 

Kirwan’s entertaining play 
shuffles styles effectively: a loving 
spoof of Beatle eccentricities 
(Ringo still can’t get over original 
Beatles drummer Pete Best claim¬ 
ing he was the better drummer) 
combined with a sitcom-flavored 
“what if?” curiosity (Paul wrote 
“Yesterday” as President Dan 
Quayle’s election theme song) de¬ 
velops into heaVy-handed family 
drama with John’s ex-wife Cyn¬ 
thia and Fascist son Julian along 
for the ride. Paul, a “second-rate 
Humperdink,” as John calls him, 
is ultimately played as the rich, 
America-loving heavy because he 
deserted his pals. They could have 
made it with his help - especially 
John, who had the potential to 
change the world. 

Director Andrea Gordon has 
mounted a solid production with a 
cast that delivers surprisingly well 
- especially with their strong Liv¬ 
erpudlian accents. This Liverpool 


Fantasy accomplishes just what it 
sets out to do: it twists fate and 
dreams a dream of resolution and 
triumph for a slain Beatle. You 
might call it an existential twist 
and shout. 

Too much of 
a good thing 

Even with passages of sheer, 
lyric beauty, Seven Guitars, Au¬ 
gust Wilson’s latest play, now in 
production at the American Con¬ 
servatory Theater, emerges as an 
indulgent, overly long work. As in 
Fences, Two Trains Running, The 
Piano Lesson and Ma Rainey’s 
Black Bottom, Wilson is explor¬ 
ing the African American experi¬ 
ence in the early decades of this 
century, and while Wilson’s writ¬ 


ing is lucid and full of gorgeous 
natural rhythms, the play’s run¬ 
ning time of three-and-a-half 
hours is excessive. 

Despite the length - which will 
surely be shortened before the 
play opens on Broadway - there is 
much to appreciate in this hand¬ 
some production, directed by 
longtime Wilson collaborator 
Lloyd Richards. Set designer 
Scott Bradley has crafted a richly 
textured brick, stone and wood 
replica of Pittsburgh’s Hill District 
tenements circa 1948, and 
Christopher Akerlind’s stunning 
lighting casts a harsh yet seductive 
real-world glow over the play. 
Still, all the fine technical accom¬ 
plishments can’t diminish the run¬ 
ning time. 

The same is true for the perfor¬ 
mances. The cast of seven is uni¬ 
formly excellent, but no one per¬ 
formance can overcome 210 min¬ 
utes of slow-moving, character- 
dominated, nearly tension-free 
drama. The story of up-and-com- 
ing blues singer Floyd “School 
Boy” Barton, the events leading to 
his murder and the complexities of 
his friends’ lives provide some 
wonderful moments for the actors, 
but again, not enough to justify 
holding the audience hostage. 

Especially fine is Viola Davis 
as Louise, the woman Floyd loves 
but spumed and now wants back. 


One of the play’s best scenes oc¬ 
curs early in the first act when 
Vera gives Floyd every reason she 
can think of why she won’t take 
him back. She does take him back, 
of course, but her aching, shatter¬ 
ing litany - brilliantly delivered by 
Davis - is probably the truest 
torch song that was never sung on 
a stage. Playwright Wilson’s writ¬ 
ing seems to come to life only 
when music is involved - either 
the music of the language itself or 
when actual music suffuses the 
stage - like when Floyd, (Keith 
David) on the guitar, his friends 
Canewell (Ruben Santiago-Hud- 
son) on the harmonica and Red 
(Tommy Hollis) on the drum¬ 
sticks, get into a short blues riff in 
the backyard. It’s thrilling because 
the moment comes from the char¬ 
acters’ own joy and is a musical 
moment more satisfying than 
many such moments in an actual 
musical. 

Wilson and director Richards 
have many good things going on 
in Seven Guitars, but an audience 
can’t hone in on the complexities 
of theme, tone and character if 
they’re asleep or in a glazed stu¬ 
por, which is how many audience 
members appeared opening night 
in the Marines Memorial Theater. 
It’s a simple case of exhaustion 
over erudition. ▼

Liverpool Fantasy

I f, as they say, it’s all in the 
timing, then you have to hand 
it to Aegis Productions for 
deciding to produce Larry 
Kirwan’s play Liverpool Fantasy 
in the wake of all the Beatles “re¬ 
union” hoopla. Aside from the co¬ 
pious publicity, Irish-born Kir¬ 
wan’s play capitalizes on the 
abundant nostalgia by posing the 
question: What if the Beatles had 
broken up in 1962 just before their 
fame had exploded worldwide? 

Kirwan’s answer to that ques¬ 
tion storms the Climate Theater 
stage in a captivating 95-minute 
ticket to ride through Beatles lore, 
British class drama and a good 
old-fashioned struggle between 
integrity (Lennon) and selling out 
(McCartney). This fantasy has the 
Fab Four breaking up because 
John Lennon (Dennis Matthews) 
doesn’t want their next single to 
be, of all things, a show tune (‘“Til 
There Was You”), despite the in¬ 
sistence of Brian Epstein, their 
gay manager. Paul McCartney 
(Simon Vance) thinks the group 
should play it safe and do what the 
record company flacks want. John 
storms off in a huff, followed by 
his loyal mates George Harrison 
(Lol Levy) and Ringo Starr (Neil 
O’Neill). So much for the Beatles. 

Fast forward 25 years. Liver¬ 
pool is under the constant ha¬ 
rangue of the National Front, a 
youth-driven Fascist faction fond 
of beating and tormenting the un¬ 
derprivileged, which now includes 
Lennon, whom we meet again in a

pearing last week

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• Group Scenes 
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At Shapiro Gallery, for exam¬ 
ple, an exhibition of photographs 
by John Dugdale, “Lengthening 
Shadows Before Nightfall,” is a 
testament not only to aesthetic 
beauty, but to human will as well. 
The 35-year-old New York pho¬ 
tographer is almost completely 
blind due to the effects of CMV 
retinitis, and his high-stakes com¬ 
mercial career is over. So he has 
turned inward, making this suite 
of self-portraits and autobio¬ 
graphical photos. Using an an¬ 
tique camera and a 19th century 
photographic technique has given 
these works a timeless quality: 
cyanotype printing, a variant of 
blueprint process, invests them 
with flaws, ephemeral glory, a 
ghostly blue tint. This is Dug- 
dale’s first solo showing on the 
West Coast, through Dec.23 at 
250 Sutter (398-6655). 

At Mark I. Chester’s gallery, 
the photographs of Jim James, 
Rick Castro and Brad Braverman 
are intent in finding homoeroti¬ 
cism in idiosyncratic places. “The 
Cost of Desire” is a nicely pun¬ 
ning title, since many of the mod¬ 
els are pay-per-view. Castro truss¬ 
es up Santa Monica Blvd. hustlers 
in exquisite bondage; James snaps 
away at manly black beauties be¬ 
fore, during or after having sex 
with them (the photos are the 
“smoke that’s left after the fire”); 
and Braverman stages elaborate 
“auto-erotic suicides” which find 
erotic quirks in scenarios of pret¬ 
ty men who have offed them¬ 
selves in various dramatic ways. 

Some art critics I know- may 
turn up a nose at these porno¬ 
graphic images, not considering 
them art. But Braverman devised 
these amazing tableaus as a con¬ 
structive alternative to thoughts of 
suicide; Castro arranges his knots 
and gags with precision and craft; 
and James’ camera is a witness in 
front of which men easy in their 
sex appeal serve up inspiration. 
Inspiration, heart, soul, thoughts 
of life and death - sounds like the 
stuff of art to me. Chester’s show 
remains up through Dec. 3 at 
1229 Folsom; there is a $2 admis¬ 
sion charge (292-3223). ▼

The new Legion and the 
de Young (together, the Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco) have 
shuffled their decks, and their Eu¬ 
ropean collections have all come 
together in this new showplace. 
An underground sculpture court, 
lit from above by an “I. M. Pei at 
the Louvre” pyramid, currently 
displays an exhibition of Picasso 
sculptures. With the splendid 
Achenbach collection of prints 
and drawings, a strong collection 
of decorative arts, smatterings of 
Greek, Roman and Medieval Art, 
and a substantial run of European 
art from Renaissance up through 
Modern, the Legion’s boosters 
have plenty to crow about. In this 
city which regards itself as cos¬ 
mopolitan, where else can you see 
a Rubens, an El Greco, a Wat¬ 
teau? * 

At the press opening, film crit¬ 
ic and gossipist Daniel Mangin 
was anxious to see whether “Car- 
lotta’s room,” the setting for a 
scene from that San Francisco Ur- 
text Vertigo, had survived the 
transition. For my part, I was 
transported by the Rodin gal¬ 
leries, the massive and muscular 
sculptures beautifully installed 
and skylit. 

Our city’s art museums are 
clearly undergoing a renaissance 
of their own. First came the new 
Modern, now the Legion; and 
make-overs for the de Young, the 
Asian Art, the Mexican and the 
Jewish Museums are forthcom¬ 
ing. You’d think these were boom 
years. The moneyed classes have 
demonstrated a real commitment 
to contributing the kind of capital 
necessary to the city s arts infra¬ 
structure; witness the seismic 
retrofit of the Opera House, no 
small construction project. Mean¬ 
while the Central Freeway is still 
missing in action, six years after 
the quake; and city and social ser¬ 
vices are left to founder, because 
there’s no prestige and little ca¬ 
chet in donating to their cause. 

Stealing the thunder 

Meanwhile, the danger for the

Bloody

§p§g| ritic Hideo Osabe once re- 
™ ferred to Japanese film- 
» if maker Nagisa Oshima’s 
films as “audio-visual 
polemics designed to generate in¬ 
dignation and rebellion.” That 
would explain the occasional feel¬ 
ing of revulsion one gets while 
looking at Oshima’s 1976 film In 
the Realm of the Senses, in which 
stomach-turning scenes of 
necrophilia, coprophilia and cas¬ 
tration vie for attention. Pretty 
stuff this. 

But don’t be turned off by all 
the gore. Oshima’s bloodletting is 
in the service of something bigger 
than mere titillation, namely, a fas¬ 
cinating story of two lovers whose 
insatiable lust for each other leads 
to their undoing. Though some 
will foist a romantic reading on 
this film (it’s been called a modem 
Tristan and Isolde), critic Osabe’s 
socio-political gloss seems a more

astute appraisal, for not only is this 
a story of doomed lovers, it is also 
a story about Japan, of old versus 
new culture, about ancient tradi¬ 
tion hanging half eaten in the 
bloody maw of the industrial age. 

In the Realm of the Senses con¬ 
cerns Sada (Eiko Matsuda), a 
prostitute, and her lover, Kichi- 
San (Tatsuya Fuji), trying to sur¬ 
vive in 1936 Japan, a time when 
the island nation teetered on the 
brink of economic collapse, was at 
war with China, and experimented 
with a militaristic regime. Sada 
and Kichi-san enjoy an irresistible 
attraction to one another that rivals 
any sexual coupling ever captured 
before on film. Their love-making 
is astounding both for its frequen¬ 
cy and improvisatorial flair - they 
do it in front of guests, in the 
snow, on a stairwell, etc. Theirs is 
a truly all-consuming passion. 

Soon, however, simple copula¬ 
tion can no longer sate this cou¬ 
ple’s boundless thirst for fulfill¬

ment. Having tried everything 
under the sun to achieve maxi¬ 
mum pleasure (S/M, sex with 
food, sex with objects), it’s only 
natural that their hunger for union 
should lead them to increasingly 
intangible ecstasies, for states of 
pleasure that only non-being can 
approximate. Hence they begin 
flirting with death, for only 
through shucking mortal coils can 
Sada and Kichi-san free them¬ 
selves from discrete identities and 
assume the oneness they so desire. 

That’s the simple, romantic 
reading of this film. Oshima, how¬ 
ever, is more than a romantic. His 
film is designed as a series of stark 
tableaux whose blunt depiction of 
sexual ecstasy recall the no-non¬ 
sense erotica of 18th-century 
Japanese artists Utamaro and 
Hokusai. The resemblance isn’t 
coincidental either; rather it’s to 
underscore a duality, the yearning 
for order and total sexual abandon, 
that has long characterized the 
Japanese psyche in art. Oshima’s 
interest in this duality, however, 
isn’t mere sociological dabbling. 
His fascinating conceit lies in 
showing how human beings in in¬ 
dustry-driven mass cultures, espe¬ 
cially the Japanese, are forced by 
an overemphasis on standardiza¬ 
tion and conformity to make in¬ 
creasingly impossible demands 
upon each other for sexual and 
emotional satisfaction. As Sada 
and Kichi-san prove, one cock and 
a clitoris can only do so much. 

Obviously, this film isn’t about 
mystical love/death, it’s about 
people rending each other from 
limb to limb because their ap¬ 
petites for lust, trained by capital¬ 
ism for maximum output, are out 
of control. More than anything, 
this film is a critique of the West, 
of the supply and demand mental¬ 
ity, and, finally, an inquiry into the 
presumed rationality of civiliza¬ 
tion. 

As with Oshima’s other films, 
the director’s work is so seamless 
that his larger concerns about sex 
and culture may go unnoticed. But 


several key scenes showing Sada 
and Kichi-san fleeing from au¬ 
tomatons heading in the opposite 
direction, and a scene in which 
Kichi-san watches young men 
goose-stepping off to war, suggest 
a larger frame of reference than 
genitalia. 

In the Realm of the Senses is 
not for everyone. It’s slow, dark 
and weird. But Oshima’s film is as 
believable as it is searching and 
introspective. There isn’t a false 
step in it. You may be disgusted by 


the film’s excruciating, nearly un- 
watchable, final scene, but not be¬ 
cause you don’t believe it. ▼

Camille and “career Christian” 
Martin are lovers, and they are 
being groomed for a joint role as 
college chaplains if they legit¬ 
imize their relationship by mar¬ 
riage. But change, that cruel mis¬ 
tress of time, soon collides with 
their outward stability and careful 
plans. In a laundromat one day, 
Camille meets Petra (Rachael 
Crawford), a sexy circus per¬ 
former. A palpable spark passes 
between the two, and Petra works 
a sly subterfuge in order to see 
Camille again. 

It’s a long way from Camille’s 
quiet academic world to the 
Sirkus of Sorts, where she goes to 
meet Petra. In one of the film’s 
best scenes, Camille cautiously 
makes her way through a cav¬ 
ernous strobe- and flame-lit ware¬ 
house that pulsates with a primal 
beat, encountering odd and am¬ 
biguous characters: gender-bent 
fortune-tellers, stilt-walkers, jug¬ 
glers, bearded ladies, light-and- 
shadow magicians rehearsing 
their acts. Reminiscent of 
Bergman’s Fanny and Alexander 
(from which Rozema paraphrased 
the film’s title), this shadowy, 
magical realm is the backdrop for 


Camille’s initiation into forbid¬ 
den, and up until now, hidden de¬ 
sires. When they meet, Petra con¬ 
fesses her sleight-of-hand and 
boldly attempts a seduction. 
Camille takes refuge behind moral 
indignation - “I’m not one of 
those people!” - and flees. 

But her transformation has al¬ 
ready begun. Petra’s persistent 
courtship and the stirrings of her 
own erotic imagination work their 
disruptive magic. Even Martin no¬ 
tices the shift in Camille; he tells 
her, “I like this new you” when 
she expresses her newly charged 
sexual energy with him. But when 
Camille balks at endorsing the of¬ 
ficial Protestant “love the sinner, 
hate the sin” view on homosexual¬ 
ity during their promotion inter¬ 
view, he becomes concerned. 

Camille struggles against her 
growing attraction to Petra, but 
can’t ignore it away. She circles 
around her desire like a timid, but 
hungry, animal. Flamboyant and 
freespirited, Petra not only ac¬ 
cepts the challenge and danger of 
new experiences, but thrives on 
them. She embodies the mythic 
freedom that Camille intellectual- 
izes about, but doesn’t let herself 
enter. Petra, literally, teaches 
Camille to fly.

England we’re quite big,” says 
Skin. “So doing this tour, it’s 
kind of like we’ve come back to 
our roots in some way, just play¬ 
ing small places and being able to 
touch people again and jump into 
a crowd.

Skunk Anansie: Ace, Skin, Cass, and Mark

S iven that the bulk of 
British music journalists 
are of the straight white 
male variety, it’s hardly 
surprising that in England, Skunk 
Anansie has been portrayed as a 
scary band. Fronted by Skin, a 
fierce black lesbian with attitude. 
Skunk Anansie is London’s an¬ 
swer to the sexism, homophobia 
and racism inherent in much of 
today’s rock music. With Ace 
providing hard rock guitar riffs, 
and bassist Cass and drummer 
Mark laying down heavy funk- 
metal grooves, Skunk Anansie 
sounds as intimidating on record 
as they do on paper. 

“I cannot understand it!” ex¬ 
claims Skin, talking about the 
band’s frightening reputation. “I 
think I’m very friendly on stage. 
But the image that the press 
would like to continue for some 
strange reason is that we’re scary. 
I mean, we are aggressive, but 
we’re not a death-metal band. We 
don’t go out to scare our audi¬ 
ence. We go out to draw them in.” 

And draw them in they do. It 
was the band’s electrifying live 
show that got them signed after a 
mere nine gigs. “We were shit hot 
actually!” laughs Skin. “When 
you’re doing gigs and they’re just 
completely packed, record com¬ 
panies will always come run¬ 
ning.” 

Despite Skunk Anansie’s ob¬ 
vious talent and unique line-up, 
there were still those who thought 
the band was simply too contro¬ 
versial to sign - especially with 
songs like “Intellectualize My 
Blackness,” about an ex-college 
friend of Skin’s who hid his 
racism behind a liberal, political- 
ly-correct image. 

“Some of the major labels in 
England just didn’t understand 
what we were about,” explains 
Skin. “They said that that was a 
racist song and [that] it was a 
cliche.” 

In response. Skin wrote “It 
Takes Blood & Guts To Be This 
Cool But I’m Still Just A Cliche,” 
a seething song from their debut 
album. Paranoid & Sunburnt. 
“It’s kind of like no matter how 
different you are, and how origi¬ 
nal you try to be, you’re always a 
cliche for some people,” explains 
Skin. “Because that’s their way of 
putting you in a little box and ig¬ 
noring you.” 

“I mean, I think the music in¬ 
dustry is just as homophobic and 
racist as any other industry really. 
But you just have to kick it out of 
the way and not let it consume 
you. You carry on doing what you 
were doing and use it to make 
you stronger.” 

Polymath persona 

That strength is apparent in 
the angry nature of much of the 
band’s material, such as the first 
single, “Selling Jesus,” about the 
hypocrisy of televangelists. De¬ 
spite the topicality of their songs 
however, Skunk Anansie doesn’t 
really consider itself a political 
band. “A lot of our songs have 
politics in them because you 
can’t walk around blindfolded 
and ignore certain things that are 
happening,” says 'Skin. “But I 
wouldn’t say that we’re a politi¬ 


cal band because there’s a lot 
more to us. It’s like, I wouldn’t 
say that we’re purely an angry 
band either. At first, people tend 
to pick up on the anger and the 
frustration in the songs, and fur¬ 
ther down the road, they start to 
look at other things.” 

Those other things include 
Skin’s persona, which isn’t as 
butch as it seems. “I’m not butch 
at all in the slightest!” scoffs the 
28-year-old singer. “I mean, you 
have to see us live. I have a cou¬ 
ple of muscles and that’s about it! 
I just don’t get into those roles of 
butch and femme. I don’t think 
either of them sum me up. It 
seems to be a very American 
thing. In England, that’s not real¬ 
ly how women classify them¬ 
selves. People just kind of are. 
I’m a top and a bottom. And a 
sideways and a vertical and a hor¬ 
izontal. I’m completely into 
everything and anything!” 

Currently on tour throughout 
the U.S., Skunk Anansie’s state¬ 
side shows are definitely a 
change of pace for the band. “In 
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pering waspishness which is too 
often substituted for characteriza¬ 
tion in the role. She has a pleasant 
voice but lacked that ultimate bit 
of true charm to be totally con¬ 
vincing. 

Evans and the other female 
singers added small cadenzas be¬ 
tween sections of their arias. Only 
Ainsley embellished more (and 
that mainly in “II mio tesoro”). It 
would have been nice if there had 
been more embellishing through¬ 
out the evening, but perhaps the 
exaggerated tempos taken by 
music director Donald Runnicles 
made the singers so uncomfort¬ 
able they were happy to just get 
through the music. 

Or perhaps some of the singers 
were not feeling well, though no 
announcement was made about 
anyone being indisposed. How 
else to account for the fact Riedel 
stormed on stage sounding like the 
great spinto soprano we have been 
waiting for, unleashing a large, 
sumptuous voice, only to run into 
such vocal problems that she had 
to take parts of “Or sai, chi 
l’onore” down an octave, and then 
repeat the entire process in Act II. 
complete with octave transposi¬ 
tion in “Non mi dir”? Dessi did 
not have to do any transposing, but 
she, too, seemed uncomfortable 
when she had to sing softly or 
shape a long phrase. 

Ramey did not seem taxed vo¬ 
cally, but neither did he make 
much impression, musically or 
histrionically. A couple of weeks 
ago, fully clothed, his 
Mephistopheles in Gounod’s Faust 
was both commanding and erotic. 
Half naked, his Don Giovanni was 
neither. And without a strong Don 
Giovanni, any performance of Don 
Giovanni is in difficulty. 

Which is why I left the War 
Memorial empathizing once again 
with Shaw, who wrote in 1891, 
“Ever since I was a boy 1 have 
been in search of a satisfactory 
performance of Don Giovanni: 
and I have at last come to see that 
Mozart’s turn will hardly be in my 
time.” Fortunately, local record 
stores have a recording of a 1942 
broadcast of Don Giovanni with 
Bruno Walter conducting a cast 
that includes Pinza, Kipnis, 
Novotna, Bampton and Sayao. 
Norman Cordon is the Com- 
mendatore in that performance 
and the Met did not find it neces¬ 
sary to “provide ghostly reso¬ 
nance” to his voice by electroni¬ 
cally enhancing it “with reverber¬ 
ation,” the way the SF Opera does 
to von Halem. Can “discreet am¬ 
plification with body mikes” be 
far behind? ▼

morning, but wouldn’t do much 
for Don Giovanni on stage. 

Tuesday night there was the 
usual display of gratuitously inept 
staging: for instance in the first 
scene Donna Anna (soprano Deb¬ 
orah Riedel in her company debut) 
stood still and sang “You’ll not es¬ 
cape me” to Don Giovanni (bass 
Samuel Ramey) while, in fact, 
there was a good 60 feet of empty 
space between them. Perhaps in 
retaliation, rather than sneaking 
out stage left, Don Giovanni re¬ 
turned to center stage and tossed 
her on the floor for a quickie be¬ 
fore being discovered by the 
lady’s father (bass Victor von 
Halem as the Commendatore). In 
a particularly astonishing bit of 
stage business, the Commendatore 
died only moments after being 
nicked on his right arm by Don 
Giovanni’s sword. And when bari¬ 
tone Alfonso Antoniozzi was only 
a third of the way through Lep- 
orello’s famous Catalogue Aria, 
Donna Elvira (soprano Daniela 
Dessi in her SF Opera debut) 
began gulping wine like an alco¬ 
holic after a long dry spell. In 
short, the only cliche missing was 
the one about the banana peel. 

Howland’s unit set is a two- 
story filigree construction that fills 
three sides of the stage (it is said 
to be modeled after Shakespeare’s 
Globe Theatre), parts of which 
move about. The entire back wall 
is filled with a projection of some¬ 


thing with ripples or waves which 
kept reminding me of the way my 
fried chicken gravy looks just be¬ 
fore it starts to thicken. This back¬ 
drop turns various colors during 
the evening. (“Oh, another mood 
ring set,” my companion noted ac¬ 
curately.) 

Ainsley’s strong debut 

Still, the SF Opera has tri¬ 
umphed over inept staging and less 
than wonderful sets when the mu¬ 
sical performances were brilliant 
(as in last season’s run of Rossini’s 
Otello). Unfortunately, last Tues¬ 
day, “brilliant” could only apply to 
tenor John Mark Ainsley, who 
made his U.S. opera debut as Don 
Ottavio. For once, Donna Anna’s 
fiance was not the wimpy, always 
forgettable figure G.B. Shaw re¬ 
ferred to as “Ricky Tackey Tavey.” 
Instead, he looked like he be¬ 
longed on the cover of a romance 
novel and was a true foil to 
Mozart’s Don Giovanni. He so 
easily dominated Ramey’s Don 
Giovanni the opera could have 
been renamed Don Ottavio. Ains¬ 
ley sang strongly, elegantly and 
persuasively, exhibiting Caballe- 
like breath control in his second 
aria, with only some flutter in his 
tone to mar his performance. 

Baritone Earle Patriarco was 
also an unusually strong Masetto, 
and in her SF Opera debut, sopra¬ 
no Rebecca Evans offered a Zerli- 
na blessedly free of the usual sim- 


Mozart's 'Don Giovanni' 

Vocal Varnish

, , nee upon a time in the 
1970s there was a truly 
;* v magnificent dinner party. 
The food was delicious, 
the wines superb, the company 
convivial and the conversation - 
ah! Most of the evening was spent 
discussing Mozart’s Don Giovan¬ 
ni and why it probably is the epit¬ 
ome of Western art. There were 
side excursions into Kierkegaard, 
Jung, Freud, the supernatural, the 
nature of evil, the enlightenment, 
and the constant tug between the 
individual and society. (To say 
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nothing of Fire Island, discos, 
drugs and Singers Too Old to 
Have Been Heard in the Flesh, 
Alas.) But running throughout the 
five hours like a Wagnerian leit¬ 
motiv was Don Giovanni, encap¬ 
sulating every subject discussed 
and always hinting at much, much 
more. 

Unfortunately, those responsi¬ 
ble for the San Francisco Opera’s 
new production of this greatest of 
all operas were not at that dinner 
party. The Don Giovanni served 
up at the War Memorial Opera 
House on November 14 was to 
Mozart and Da Ponte’s work what 
a Big Mac is to Toumedos Rossi¬ 
ni. But then, producer Lotfi Man- 
souri and set designer Gerard 
Howland have given ample evi¬ 
dence over the last couple of sea¬ 
sons that they would be more 
comfortable with an idea ex¬ 
pressed over desert during that 
memorable dinner. Namely that 
the high watermark of Western 
civilization was reached in Busby 
Berkeley’s direction of “Lullaby 
of Broadway” in the film Gold 
Diggers of 1935, an extremely 
funny idea that would go nicely 
with port in the wee hours of the

Meanwhile, good, kind, stable 
Martin - whom she loves - would 
like Camille to come down to 
earth. But what he doesn’t yet 
know and can’t accept is that 
through her desire for Petra, 
Camille is at last coming to her 
senses. In a beautifully filmed 
love scene, one of the sexiest bits 
of lesbian eroticism ever to hit the 
big screen, the last vestige of 
Camille’s restraint crumbles. 

After reaching this erotic turn¬ 
ing point, the story quickly segues 
into new dilemmas: Martin dis¬ 
covers Petra and makes a last 
stand to reassert his place in 
Camille’s life; the circus must 
leave town, and Camille must 
choose “between the man she 
loves and the woman she desires.” 
At this point, When Night is 
Falling veers into high drama be¬ 
fore the inevitable denouement. 
There are some charming narra¬ 
tive twists, including a sweet ro¬ 
mantic subplot and even an un¬ 
likely “resurrection.” Visually, the 
film is a stunning piece of cine¬ 
matographic artistry. 

The players are stunning, too. 
Pascal Bussi&re’s dreamy, sensual 
Camille belies her character’s os¬ 
tensibly staid, conservative na¬ 
ture; Rachael Crawford plays the 
seductive and self-assured Petra 


with charm and a hint of vulnera¬ 
bility. Their love scenes are a ro¬ 
mantic vision of mocha-on-white 
skin tones and lithe, sensuous 
bodies. 

When Night is Falling is al¬ 
most too beautiful, in fact. The 
film’s primary preoccupation is its 
saturated visual gorgeousness, 
rather than narrative veracity. 
Plain old character development is 
a little on the thin side, and the 
story lacks literal believability. 
The transformation of a “good 
Christian” into a remarkably adept 
same-sex lover wouldn’t likely 
happen as easily, or prettily, as it 
does here. 

Rozema, who also directed the 
critically acclaimed I’ve Heard 
the Mermaids Singing, stakes out 
some intriguing territory in When 
Night is Falling. The film grapples 
with dynamic tensions of change 
vs. stasis, risk vs. security, passion 
vs. propriety, and the transforming 
power of love, but doesn’t fully 
develop these ambitious ideas. 

As fantasy and cinematic 
mythmaking, however, When 
Night is Falling serves up a deli¬ 
cious sensual treat. And if it gives 
any borderline Calvinists some 
good ideas, so much the better. ▼

was good to hear him conduct 
Sibelius again, but it would have 
been better if he’d skipped that 
master’s En Saga and Beethoven’s 
Second Symphony in favor of a 
complete Sibelius symphony. The 
decision to perform the Beethoven 
was probably expedient, as it al¬ 
lowed more rehearsal time for the 
complex Alfred Schnittke Viola 
Concerto, which provided a suit¬ 
able showcase for the orchestra’s 
star violist Geraldine Walther. 

Schnittke is a modernist who 
has managed to forge both a gen¬ 
uinely individual style and a 
steadily growing base of admirers. 
Written in the wake of a near-fatal 
heart attack, it’s a deeply involv¬ 
ing, personal work that resonates 


in the mind and soul long after the 
final notes have been played. 
Walther was predictably intense 
and satisfying, but she should 
learn to take the praise of her col¬ 
leagues and audience with less 
self-effacement. She ought to 
know by now that she is a major 
player and can afford to act the 
part. 

This week brings more Blom- 
stedt and works by Dvorak, 
Brahms and Hindemith. Tilson 
Thomas will be back on Novem¬ 
ber 29, but music lovers will miss 
a special chance to hear Hin¬ 
demith’s The Harmony of the 
World if they decide to skip Blom- 
stedt’s visit for MTT’s Debussy; 
it’s probably sold out anyway. ▼ 


Norrington, Wolff, Blomstedt Take Up Slack 

Three for the Road

T hree guest conductors have 
taken center stage at 
Davies Hall in recent 
weeks, Roger Norrington, 
Hugh Wolff and Herbert Blomst¬ 
edt. Though performance stan¬ 
dards have been generally high, 
not one of our guest conductors 
has been able to generate the kind 
of enthusiasm we’ve begun to 
enjoy under our new maestro. 

First on the podium was British 
conductor Roger Norrington. 
Known for his unique approach to 
“authentic” performance practice, 
Norrington has made several 
memorable splashes here before. 
Hearing him direct a large orches¬ 
tra using modem instruments usu¬ 
ally provides intriguing results, 
and his latest visit was no excep¬ 
tion. 

Norrington is reportedly in 
poor health, which explains why 


he appeared so peaked when he 
walked on stage two weeks ago. 
Once he lifted his baton, however, 
he seemed as robust as ever. In a 
daring move, Norrington pre¬ 
miered a work by English com¬ 
poser Nicholas Maw. Intimidating 
for some, the logic and glittering 
beauty of Maw’s complex scores 
are seductive, and Spring Music is 
certainly one of his most ap¬ 
proachable pieces. It was substan¬ 
tially revised and shortened only 
months after composition. We 
wish the author trusted his first 
impulses more, for my only com¬ 
plaint is that the brilliant score is 
too brief. 

Young violinist Joshua Bell 
continued the all-British program 
with William Walton’s lush and 
showy Violin Concerto. Bell is a 
handsome and accomplished play¬ 
er, and he negotiated the compos¬ 
er’s pyrotechnics and dense nota¬ 
tion with elan and style to spare. 


The concert ended with 
Vaughn Williams’ Symphony No. 
6, an angry and sorrowful piece 
from the dean of English sym- 
phonists. The work closes with 
enigmatically hushed measures of 
unrelieved desolation. Alas, an ov- 
erenthusiastic boor spoiled the 
mood by applauding wildly before 
the last note died away. A patron 
sitting nearby remarked smartly, 
“I hope it wasn’t their first date!” 

French do French best 

Next up was youthful red head 
Hugh Wolff, whose program was 
designed to show his ease with 
Ravel and Haydn, composers 
whose works he’s recorded to con¬ 
siderable acclaim. Those contribu¬ 
tions notwithstanding, it was 
French pianist Jean-Yves 
Thibaudet who stole the show. 
With his matinee-idol looks and 
trademark red socks, Thibaudet 
breezed through the Saint-Saens 
Piano Concerto No. 5, the Egypt¬ 
ian effortlessly. Languorous and 
exotic, this splendid music was a 
pleasant departure from the stan¬ 
dard repertoire and proved once 
again that no one plays French 
music better than the French. 

Earlier in the evening, Wolff 
gave the local premiere of Aaron 
Kemis’s Invisible Mosaic III - a 
noisy, insubstantial, yet surpris¬ 
ingly attractive piece. The audi¬ 
ence was pleasantly surprised by 
the work and rewarded the com¬ 
poser, who was in attendance, 
with a hearty ovation. 

Herbert Blomstedt’s return last 
week to his former home base was 
something of an anti-climax. It

’ve never been much of a fan 
<7 | of the fantasy genre. Goblins 
and ghosts and things that go 
1 bump in the night never were 
my cup of fiction, if you will. My 
feelings about the genre changed 
abruptly at about page two of Miss 
Pettibone and Miss McGraw, a de¬ 
lightful, funny, touching and, I 
hope, realistic novel about life and 
the hereafter. 

Gilly Pettibone is dying, by 
choice, since her various illnesses 
have left her in too much pain to 
continue. At the moment of 
Gilly’s death, Anna McGraw, her 
lover, best friend and boon com¬ 
panion of many years, “felt the 
first searing pain tear into her 
chest. ... Moments later Gilly and 
Anna were reunited as they hov¬ 
ered together near the ceiling, 
both staring down at their respec¬ 
tive and now useless bodies.” 

Gilly and Anna are now ghosts, 
but they have to learn, first 
through tentative and later confi¬ 
dent exploration, how to have the 
most fun in their spectral selves 
and how to affect the living 
around them. We learn about their 
earlier lives together and the ho¬ 
mophobia that made them live in 
closeted fear, and we see them 
take the risks they never could in 
their corporeal selves. 

The result is a delightful novel. 
I was particularly impressed by 
Brenda Weathers’ ability to create 
an absolutely credible other 
world. My only complaint is the 
book’s rather abrupt ending. Per¬ 
haps Weathers is saving more for a 
sequel - I certainly hope so. ▼

n the glorious tradition of 
81 Catherine Did It, I intend to 
reveal every secret, every 
II plot twist and, most impor¬ 
tantly, the identity of the mur¬ 
derer in this infuriating and ho¬ 
mophobic novel.

Sister Mary Helen and her 
particular friend Sister Eileen 
are on their way from San 
Francisco to St. Colette’s Re¬ 
treat House in Santa Cruz for 
a week of meditation, prayer 
and other good Catholic 
stuff. After Sister Anne drops 
them off, they discover that, 
thanks to Sister Mary Helen’s 
dithering, they have arrived a 
week early and a priest’s retreat is 
starting the very next day. They 
can’t reach Sister Anne to get a 
ride back, so they have to spend 
the night. 

Early the next morning. Sister 
Mary Helen goes for a prayerful 
walk and finds a dead body. This 
should be no surprise to anyone, 
since this is Sister Carol Anne 
O’Marie’s sixth Sister Mary Helen 
novel, and if there’s one thing that 
Sister Mary Helen is good at, it’s 
finding dead bodies. 

There are, at the point of the 
discovery, nine suspects: five good 
priests, three good nuns, and one 
very butch. Catholic-baiting, ex¬ 
tremely rude, single woman 
named Beverly. If you can’t guess 
which of these characters is the 
homicidal lesbian psycho-killer, 
you need more help than I can 
offer. 

When Sgt. Bob Little arrives to 
start his detecting thing, he tells 
the priests and nuns that they have 
to stay at the murder scene for sev¬ 
eral days until he can interview 
them, but Beverly can come and 
go as she pleases. It struck me as 
not at all believable that a cop 
could hold suspects for an unlim¬ 
ited time without charging them, 
and it seemed even stranger that 
he would make them stay at the 
crime scene. 

I wanted to be fair, though, so I 
asked a real police detective about 
this procedure and had the plea¬ 
sure of watching his eyes grow 
large at its absurdity. He assured 
me that under no circumstances 
would suspects or witnesses be 
kept together at a crime scene. 
They would be taken to the station 
and questioned separately, and 
after the interview, they would be 
allowed to go home.

Of course, if the police fol¬ 
lowed the correct procedure. Sis¬ 
ter Mary Helen would not have a 
chance to do some amateur 
sleuthing, and wouldn’t that be a 
shame. We wouldn’t have the 
pleasure of seeing Sister Mary 
Helen blither and blather about, 
proving that all the good Catholics 
could not possibly be murderers 
not because they have alibis, of 
course, but because they are such 
good Catholics. The evil Beverly 
is the only viable suspect. 

Oh, and since Detective Bob is 
a closeted gay man, he refuses to 
arrest Beverly because of his fear 
of exposure, so that Beverly has a 
chance to kill the good and lovely 
Laura. And why does Beverly 
kill? Well, she’s in love with 
Laura, and figures if she kills her 
boyfriend, Laura will just natural¬ 
ly decide to turn queer and love 
Beverly.
